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are still partying reveling and talking at new york city's times square is four hours to go until a security 
conscious crowd of over a million watches the famous crystal ball drop in washington at the mall they're 
getting ready at the feet of abraham lincoln and in mexico city a fiesta planned in the zocalo mexico city's 
main square including mariachi bands and a lot of people good evening we're excited to be here i'm judy 
woodruff i'm bernard shaw happy new year to you and past new year's time zones and those still to come it 
is midnight right smack in the middle of the atlantic ocean but in one hour midnight will touch the western 
hemisphere it has been an extraordinary 15 hours since the first place on planet earth the kiribati islands in 
the pacific celebrated the turn of the calendar and in those hours five of the seven continents have rolled 
over to the new millennium with fanfare ranging from the non-existent in antarctica to the wildly celebratory in 
seoul new delhi moscow lagos cape town paris and london and in one hour as you indicate on the western 
hemisphere we're going to be going to brazil the people are getting ready there they're getting ready in north 
america halifax greenland boston new york along the east coast caracas rio everybody is poised to party as 
the hour shift but you know bernie for all the excitement to come there are few spots that can match the 
splendor of the party thrown in london town that was really something where cnn's own christian amanpour 
has been standing watch since well before big ben struck midnight and let's go to christian now judy not only 
splendor but at the risk of sounding chauvinistic the british claim that universal time is right here 
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right here and that the millennium in this planet does not start until midnight here in england on greenwich 
meridian greenwich mean time and they promised the biggest and the best celebration in the world and 
everybody says that the fireworks that we saw about an hour ago as big ben chimed down the midnight hour 
was quite spectacular huge fireworks lasting 15 minutes 40 tons of fireworks went into the air we can watch 
and listen a little bit about what we saw then the british promised a river of fire an illusion of a wall of fire 
rushing at the speed of sound all the way from tower bridge to vauxhall bridge now we're not sure whether 
we actually saw that but we certainly saw 15 minutes of the most spectacular fireworks that we've seen ever 
big ben chimed down the midnight hour many people were worried observers were worried whether big ben 
would suffer the y2k problem but of course it's a mechanical clock there's not a single computer chip 


anywhere near big bend and that went off without a hitch some two million people we're told jammed each 
side of the river thames to watch this millennium spectacular if the river thames was the site of britain's street 
parties today then where i am right now with the millennium dome that was meant to be and has been the 
centerpiece of britain's millennium celebrations it has been built to great fanfare and great expectations it 
kind of looks like a ufo i suppose if you were sitting in space you might think the earthlings had built a ufo 
inside there was a spectacular 
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inside there was a spectacular celebration of dance and music and song the rock anthem all we need is love 
by the beatles was sung and a new version of the british national anthem was sung the queen was inside 
she opened it officially and there was the faintly hilarious side of her well here you see her lighting the 
millennium beacon she tripped a sort of laser switch and the big beacon in the middle of the thames lit and 
sparked beacons all over england and now at midnight the queen joined hands with prince philip her consort 
and the prime minister tony blair and sang old langs ein [Music] now the fact that this went off without a hitch 
was a great triumph for the british government and particularly tony blair and his ministers britain has been 
calling this the most spectacular show on earth they promised that it would be quite an extravaganza and 
they have also called this celebration time to make a difference britain said that it was in a unique position to 
make a difference and tony blair has been speaking out about britain being a beacon for the world and 
certainly tonight the millennium dome went off without a hitch it was built on time everything inside seemed to 
work just like clockwork we're joined now by cnn's chris burns who was at the river the river thames 
alongside all those revellers at the big london street parties chris what was it like 
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that turn it back on there well that's not chris burns some glitches but not too many it was great great 
spectacular down by the river thames where as i said some two million people according to british police 
jammed the riverbanks to take part in the big street party we saw scenes from all over london we saw 
trafalgar square which traditionally is the center of london's new year's celebrations they were going to freeze 
it they said to make a giant ice rink but that proved impractical and so the celebrations and the people party 
did in fact take or take part uh at the river thames and chris burns is there right now well yes chris john in fact 
uh police are telling me here that this street celebration at least along the thames is the largest i've seen 
since a ve day that was the celebration of the end of the second world war so more than 50 years probably 
the biggest party along the thames in 50 years and it still goes on as you can see [Applause] the regulars are 
still at it and the concerts go on the concerts 50 different bands have been playing for the last 10 hours now 
they'll be playing for a couple more hours right into the new millennium this is the uh the last of the show that 
has been going on for the last few hours starting christiana as you said with the with the beacons and later 
on with the the wheel the millennium wheel that has been uh opened up uh just inaugurated this evening a 
40-story tall ferris wheel it's going to be uh after the glitches are out they'll be running it sometime later in 
january back to you well chris i see you having an umbrella over your head the first british rain storm 
downpour of the third millennium not so auspicious nonetheless it was not enough to dampen the spirits of 
the people because all through the fireworks 
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people because all through the fireworks not a single drop of rain fell even though the weather people were 
predicting that it would chris was saying earlier that there had not been crowds like that in london since ve 
day and let's just perhaps take a moment just to reflect on what this country has endured this century more 
than any other country or as much as any other european country it suffered the devastating effects of two 
world wars and yet it will also the scene and the center of great resistance and the center of a triumph of 
freedom over tyranny winston churchill the great british wartime prime minister was chosen by british people 
as the most significant person of this century bernie christian i love ferris wheels what's going to happen with 
britain's ferris wheel well it was a great disappointment for all those people who thought they were going to 


go up in that ferris wheel it takes about 400 people and because of a last minute safety hitch it couldn't take 
the invited guests tonight it was meant to turn around when tony blair nonetheless tripped the switch but it 
didn't we didn't we don't think that it even turned around we're assured by the sponsors that it will be fixed 
and as soon as possible it will start going around and taking passengers let's wait and see but there are 
many disappointed people over that although british airways the sponsor has promised them that they will all 
get a ticket to wherever they want to go anywhere in the world and they were all apparently hosted uh on 
board a barge by the ferris wheel tonight for their millennium celebration bernie christian amanpour in 
greenwich england thanks very very much what a day it's been what a night it's going to be and what a 
tomorrow and uh as we've been noting throughout this day bernie this day not only extraordinary because 
we're changing the calendar to a number with three zeros but because there were two pretty important news 
developments today and of course cnn keeps an eye on those all the time indeed as the new year arrives 
there are no significant y2k disruptions to report to you so far

y2k disruptions to report to you so far but there are other major news events this day including a surprise 
announcement in moscow russian president boris yeltsin resigned from office he handed over the reins of 
power to his prime minister vladimir putin in a speech to the russian people mr yeltsin said the country 
needed new leadership for this new millennium before leaving the kremlin yeltsin turned over the secret 
codes needed to launch russia's nuclear arsenal presidential elections are now scheduled for march 26th 
meanwhile it was an emotional homecoming earlier today in new delhi india just hours before the new year 
began there thousands turned out to welcome back 155 freed hostages of that hijacked indian airlines jet 
they arrived from kandahar afghanistan looking a bit shaky but relieved after the eight-day ordeal that 
spanned five countries the hostages were freed today after india conceded to the hijackers demands for the 
release of three jailed muslim separatists the hijackers fled the aircraft with an afghan hostage an afghan 
official says the entourage is being shadowed passengers say they spent most of their captivity blindfolded 
repeatedly threatened with death cnn as bernie as we all know began tracking the new year's arrival 15 
hours ago we've been watching that line move across around the world at a speed i guess of a little over a 
thousand miles an hour if you if you count from the equator and if you're just getting home or if you're getting 
dressed to go out pause for a moment while we take some time to show you some of the worldwide 
celebrations and this extraordinary day folks who are watching now pictures coming in from kiribati island in 
the south pacific this is an ancient ceremony going on on on millennium island by the micronesian people 
who live there the micronesians are from 
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who live there the micronesians are from the very small islands in this pacific area uh the claps are part of 
their chant and the song that they're singing is a song asking for unity in the new millennium and they 
apparently have it because they are now unified they're all together dancing and chanting and it is now 2000 
it's january 1st the year 2000 on the island of kiribati you're now seeing the pictures there the first pictures of 
the millennium and now we want to take you to the chatham islands the uh ceremony will feature songs and 
it will feature a greeting by one of the elders of the moriori community the morioris the original inhabitants 
here almost all wiped out in warfare with the maori tribe in the 1800s and then a beacon will be lit at the 
stroke of midnight to welcome in the new year [Music] the celebration indeed has begun here in auckland 
new zealand uh people are now enjoying the moment enjoying the passing of 1999 for the year 2000 [Music] 
the boats are out in the harbour there are some five to seven thousand boats on sydney harbour at the 
moment with 250 000 people on board that's in addition to the 1.2 to 1.5 million gathered around sydney 
harbour now those boats honking their horns as they watch this magnificent display literally right over their 
heads [Applause] and there you have it the new year in tokyo what you just heard was the ringing of a 
massive bell that's behind 
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ringing of a massive bell that's behind me a bronze bell cast in the 1670s it will be struck 108 times over the 
next hour and a half every 50 seconds to ward away the evil desires of man quite a celebration on the streets 
of seoul it's been very crowded here this really marking a new millennium a lot of the hopes for south korea 
to regain some of its economic strength we are looking at the famous hong kong skyline authorities here 
were saying that they were expecting about 1.2 million people to be out on the streets tonight there's a sense 
of optimism and sense of hope here that perhaps the year 2000 will be a good year for everyone here right at 
the stroke of midnight chinese president john ximen lit a flame it's called the eternal flame of the chinese 
people and it's meant to represent 5 000 years nearly 5 000 years of continuous chinese civilization happy 
new year to all of you as you can see the sky lights up at midnight in bangkok thailand as they celebrate a 
new millennium [Music] people here talking about their aspirations they say they want a better india they 
want a more prosperous india one in which there's less poverty and most importantly people wishing for 
peace [Music] most of the people in red square right now as i've seen are mostly young people and many of 
them have brought the russian flag 
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have brought the russian flag to red square the fact that they also came young people with the flag shows 
that for them too than the edge of this new millennium this is a patriotic moment the significance of these 
structures the ancient civilization that emanated from egypt itself the fact that egypt is celebrating its seventh 
millennium as as the world marking on the gregorian calendar celebrates uh the year 2000 it makes this aa 
key a key location it's been an amazing night here the fireworks are still resounding through the air in 
bethlehem's mangers square but at the very same time in just a few moments ago the palestinians released 
2 000 doves white pigeons symbols of peace into the air at the same time they were setting off fireworks and 
it was as if it was opening day of dove season in [Music] georgia [Music] midnight has come to paris [Music] 
millions of ooh lalas there exactly you know we're going to you bernie we're going to use these words 
probably overuse them all night long incredible uh extraordinary but what the pictures we are looking at they 
do take your breath away we're going to take a very short break when we come back you're going to see 
pictures of new york city times square where the clock is counting down to about three hours and 45 minutes 
to now from now and we're going to take you to washington dc to the mall where tens of thousands of people 
are gathered 
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gathered you can see them there president clinton leading a cast of dignitaries but as we leave you let's go 
back to midnight over the pyramids in giza [Music] cnn's global coverage of millennium 2000 is sponsored by

dramatic fireworks celebration one of the artists one of the performers who will be at the lincoln memorial 
performing this evening is tom jones the legendary singer he joins us now from the lincoln lincoln memorial 
tom jones thank you so much for joining us on our cnn millennium coverage my pleasure uh what tell us first 
of all what song are you going to be performing this evening uh what i'll be doing is not unusual you know 
which is my signature song and um and then after that i'm going to do a blues and then we're going to do the 
finale so that'll be yeah sorry i don't know i 
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so that'll be yeah sorry i don't know i was going to say did you ever think in your life you'd be uh celebrating 
the millennium here this evening uh well no i mean when i started singing i didn't know whether i was going 
to live this long so it's it's great to um to be in a great place for this for this occasion so i'm thrilled how long 
have has this been in the works for you this opportunity to come over here to the lincoln memorial uh it's it's 
it's been a while now it's been um or at least over a month since since they asked me to uh to come over you

and one of the other events that's going to be going on later this evening just before the fireworks just before 
the president of the united united states speaks will be a movie an 18-minute movie that steven spielberg 
has produced gotten ready the unfinished 
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has produced gotten ready the unfinished journey that will be part of the celebration a huge crowd expected 
here they're arriving at the washington mall right now but a lot more people are on the way bernie judy okay 
thank you wolf also isn't uh john mccain a speaker there tonight on the steps of the lincoln memorial i believe 
he is he's probably the only republican presidential candidate in fact i'm sure he is the only republican 
presidential candidate in the united states invited to speak you know for all the preparations that have gone 
on in washington and they have been extraordinary probably no city in the united states has done more than 
new york city to get ready for this big night the turn of the calendar 37 000 police were told on duty this 
weekend and there's a little bit going on in times square and cnn's fred hickman is there fred what's going on 
oh just a little small gathering here judy uh say about two million people showing up here at uh times square 
in midtown manhattan new york and they promised that this is going to be the biggest the best and the 
loudest show that we have seen all day long just to give you a little bit of review as to what's been going on 
here we've been celebrating since before dawn every time zone that has passed through every time zone 
that moves to the new millennium we have a big celebration here there are hundreds literally about 500 
artists and dancers and singers and musicians involved over 160 oversized puppets uh designed by the 
same person by the way who designed the lion king puppets are showing here on broadway so we've got a 
lot to talk about tonight a lot to show you and of course the ball coming down at midnight a waterford crystal 
ball that i'll tell you more about in just a moment but our good friend gary tuckman happens to be down 
among the crowd which they say is numbering around 500 000. the officers the police officers have them 
cordoned off into pens uh so as to maintain order and also maintain a good margin of safety uh but we just 


couldn't talk gary into leaving the crowd he's still standing by downstairs gary well fred i'm only one among 
hundreds of thousands of people but it's easy to find me because i'm next to a great landmark this lady from 
ohio 
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this lady from ohio with a five foot tall red hat how come you're wearing that hat why are you wearing it to get 
on tv you get on tv you see people speak very bluntly here in times square they're all having a great time 
many of these people near me have been here since dawn because they're celebrating new year's in every 
single time zone but all of them have been here since 2 p.m eastern time because this area is a good spot 
right near the new year's ball and it was closed off by the police officers because it was filled so early as you 
can tell these people are having an enjoyable time [Applause] never before is world famous times square 
been so crowded for so long we got up around five o'clock this morning to get down here because we're like 
probably half an hour away so but we won't worry about the uh big people crowd because that's what big 
party's for it's the place to be it's where everything is happening it's not only the eastern time zones new 
year's being celebrated in times square this year it's everyone's time zones every hour a celebration of the 
region entering midnight is taking place here in the heart of new york a 16-foot tall elephant helped welcome 
in the new years in india and pakistan that were from our hometown so it's amazing what a small world it is 
arabian horses ushered in new years in afghanistan azerbaijan and armenia many of these celebrants have 
been in times square since before dawn it's expected up to 2 million people will be in the so-called 
crossroads of the world when midnight is celebrated in this time zone with the dropping of a waterford crystal 
new year's ball a 1070 pound object described as priceless [Music] and that's why most of these people have 
come they've been enjoying the celebrations all day since before dawn this morning but they want to see that 
ball drop and 
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but they want to see that ball drop and trust me you have not seen pandemonium until you see a times 
square crowd count the last 10 seconds to a new year especially this year when it turns to 2000. fred back to 
you thank you gary and i've got to get myself one of those pointy hats that's pretty cool uh yeah we've got a 
lot of people here and everybody's having fun and it's good natured fun so far i can uh uh report to you with a 
great deal of pleasure that there have been no arrests so far according to authorities here and that's quite 
amazing considering the gathering here so i've got my glasses all ready to go my 2000 glasses we're waiting 
for the waterford crystal ball to come down we'll talk more about that as the evening progresses but it 
features 504 separate hand-cut waterford crystals it really is a magnificent piece of art and will only be used 
i've learned this one time this one celebration so we've got lots more to come at 11 30 by the way mayor 
rudy giuliani of new york will join us to talk a bit about the celebration and all the safety measures that they've 
gone through and the fact that things seem to be going along so very very well right now and then of course 
as we approach midnight the big celebration we'll see the ball come down and let you enjoy it with us right 
now back to you in atlanta bernie judy but fred they're not going to let the ball drop i mean brett let the ball 
break is that right can you please clarify that they're going to ease it down yeah very carefully they'll ease it 
down that's right all right fred we can't wait to come back to you wearing those glasses thank you but i'm with 
them you know i don't care about that ball i want to wear i want one of those big hats when we come back 
we are going to go to the large the largest city in brazil the country in the western hemisphere that is going to

millennium this is cnn the earth spins on its axis depending on where you are the speed varies if you're in rio 
de janeiro the earth is moving 955 miles an hour and bernie why is that significant because it is and rio 
formerly the capital of brazil it is now brasilia but these cariocas as they call themselves in rio are very much 
aware that they are the center of attention and right in the middle of the mall charles ziwi you know why 
bernie and judy they call them karaokes it's an indian phrase meaning white houses those are the white 
houses that the portuguese explorers built right here on the beach in copacabana when they explored and 
discovered brazil 500 years ago this is the 500th anniversary of brazil and you can see part of the crowd of at 
least three million people on the beach here at copo cabana one of the famed beaches of the world of course 
they're dressed all in white as part of that carioca tradition dating back a lot of people have been going into 
the surf you can see down in the distance carrying flowers tossing flowers into the surf this is part of the 
mysticism surrounding this culture which is a mix of indian portuguese and african cultures this is a 70 to 80 
percent catholic country but there are a lot of people here who observe some of the mysticism and some of 
the cult traditions and this is part of that they are tossing flowers into the water sprinkling champagne on the 
beach in offering gifts to la mancha she is the goddess of the sea the so-called queen of the sea less than a 
half hour now in fact just a little bit more than 25 minutes to midnight here and when midnight hits there's 
expected to be a spray of fireworks 20 000 fireworks in all as the sky lights up here over rio now there are a 
lot of 
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up here over rio now there are a lot of tourists here in addition to millions of brazilians in fact in addition to the 
3 million brazilians here on copacabana beach there are about two million more at other beaches nearby lots 
of tourists these two fellas are from canada yes sir my name is mark zanetti kyle murdoch what do you think 
of the celebration i think it's phenomenal i mean the mass amount of people the firework display that will be 
happening very shortly is supposed to be incredible very happy to be here any thoughts about the millennium 
and being here in rio for the millennium oh it's very peaceful um i've heard lots of rumors about being you 
know people being robbed and whatnot but it's nothing like that everybody's very friendly everybody's getting 
along it's great time and these people are from atlanta what are you doing down in rio we're with delta 
airlines crew and had a three-day layover it's been excellent it's not too bad yeah if you've got to work for the 
millennium this is the way to go it's unbelievable a lot of people enjoying a real the weather here it is 
summertime it'll be this way for a number of months they've been building toward this millennium celebration 
for more than three years now no y2k worries but people here frankly don't care about y2k they haven't cared 
about y2k for many months here they're more intent on having a good time and having a good party here 
and that's what's going on they'll be on the beach probably for most of the night we've been watching people 
stay on this beach for most of the last two or three nights in particular there you see more people going down 
to the water this is sort of a combination of carnival that famous rio tradition and the mysticism and the 
reverence that they give the new year this is charles seaweed reporting live from rio de janeiro bernie and 
judy back to you charles is the scene the same at ipanema beach much the same bernie at ipanema which is 
just a few miles away from us here a little bit more subdued the main concentration is right here on 
copacabana this is where the thrust of it is there are four 
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where the thrust of it is there are four stages filled with musicians a lot of samba music tonight a lot of 
dancing going on and a lot of partying okay charles ewy charles indicating that there's no concern or fears 
about y2k down there in rio and apparently and there had been there had been earlier but the brazilian 
government is saying everything's going to be fine but apparently there is a lot of hot contention a lot of hot 
contention about whether or not this indeed is the millennium as we orbit the globe that's right arthur clark 
who's been interviewed at some length here today on cnn is one of the main proponents of saying we're all 
wasting our time we really ought to be celebrating 12 months from now because the end of the year 2000 is 
when the new millennium really begins well we're going to take a look at the fuss and what it's all about very 
very shortly and we leave you now though with pictures of what it looked like when midnight struck in beijing 
when the chinese welcomed in the new millennium there's a very special ring at zales this year with the 
millennium set in diamonds inside the band it's an exquisite half carat diamond solitaire in 18 carat gold for a 
special price of only 19.99 think of it just as the millennium is turning you'll have the power to make time

will have gone a thousand miles but when the calendar reads two zero zero zero only one thousand nine 
hundred and ninety nine years will have elapsed since the year one a d if you use that reckoning you would 
have to say that the year 2001 is the anniversary of that first year it's logical and official according to the 
greenwich observatory in england and the u.s naval observatory in washington the millennium is still a year 
away the millennium of course doesn't start until january the first 2001. or does it in fact the christian monk 
who first renumbered years from 1 a.d was a little off dionysius exiguous is his latin name dionysius the 
humble in english he used the wrong date scholars say

where the new millennium crosses another time zone to the new world with landfall on the eastern edge of 
latin america as 2000 reaches south america shore cnn will take you to one of the world's best new year's 
eve parties more than two million people are jamming rio's fame copacabana beach for fireworks and 
festivities as brazil sambas into the new year cnn's coverage of millennium 2000 continues right now what is 
this is larry king in los angeles it's midnight approaching in the western hemisphere and the first city to get it 
major city is rio de janeiro brazil copacabanaca beach there is the scene it's summer in brazil and it's five 
seconds to go let's watch together 
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[Applause] 2000 has arrived in rio de janeiro brazil and in the western hemisphere and there you see the 
celebration in one of the world's more beautiful cities what a day this has been cnn brilliantly i think has 
covered this we're going to be talking in a few moments with the dalai lama from india and then in asheville 
north carolina reverend billy graham we're going to check in momentarily with charles ziwi who is on the 
scene in rio de janeiro there's the fireworks going off at copacabana beach rio de janeiro brazil 2000 has

lamanja she is a mythical god of the sea this is a custom that is a couple hundred years ago perhaps older 
here in brazil it is meant to bring good luck and health and happiness in the new year this is a combination of 
carnival and new year's and the biggest party you've ever seen all rolled into one here it's summertime 
people have been enjoying the beach know why 2k worries here people have been more intent on having 
one heck of a party and you can see they're doing that right now one other thing charles why why the white 
why is everyone in white it has to do with uh tradition larry they're called cariocas which is an indian term that 
means white hut when the portuguese first discovered brazil and settled brazil 500 years ago and this by the 
way is the 500th birthday of brazil they built white huts on the beach it's an indian term that got adopted here 
that's why they're wearing white tonight and as you reported no glitches at all no y2k problems at all not so 
far the officials here knew several weeks ago after doing dozens and dozens of tests that things would be 
okay here they ran tested all their key systems and air traffic control the banking system the phone system 
the 911 system emergency systems and they all pass so they knew several weeks ago that there would be 
no problems here and certainly the lights are still all on right now but frankly i don't think too many people on 
this piece right now give a hoot 
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piece right now give a hoot about y2k have they been following this coverage from the early hours in other 
cities you know it's funny because a lot of people here in brazil watch cnn watch you watch our coverage so 
doubtless they have been watching all night long and all day long this coverage as it built toward this 
moment for them but as midnight approached here they started streaming down toward the beach by the 
tens of thousands and as i say the officials here been organizing this celebration have said that they expect

that unavoidable but i think large scale i think we can avoid thank you very much for sharing this time with us 
and whatever year it is in your faith or whatever happy new year to you and a long life thank you his holiness 
the dalai lama from son of india from the central institute for higher tibetan studies let's go now to london 
where our own christian amanpour is standing by she has covered this scene tonight you've covered a lot of 
events where does this one rank in the turn in areas of spectacular christian well i think really spectacular 
you know the british claim that there is no millennium started officially until it happens here because this is 
greenwich meantime the zero hour to which all the rest of the world pegs its time so when midnight struck 
here the british promised the biggest and the best firework display the biggest and the best party and people 
were not uh were not let down there was an enormous fireworks display and inside the dome where i am 
now there was a lot of acrobatic singing the queen was there she opened the dome the millennium dome 
which has been built over the last few years it's the largest roof structure in the world there you see the 
queen who's about to try to hand hold hands with tony blair and her husband prince philip as they're singing 
old langs ein she opened the millennium dome officially and by the way in a few hours time on new year's 
day which it already is it actually opens to the public these are invited guests there in any event outside the 
dome along the river along all the bridges and up into big ben there was a spectacular fireworks display that 
started as big ben started to chime down the midnight hour it went on for 15 minutes there were 40 tons of 
fireworks and it was just the most amazing thing 
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and it was just the most amazing thing londoners have ever seen about two and a half million people 
according to the police jam both sides of the river thames to watch this right now the official partying is 
winding down the police have said that uh the the people have to disperse from the thames but they were 
they were having you know street parties there and now they're moving off to either go home or to go on to 
nightclubs but the official street parties and here the dome have ended but the feeling is still in the air larry 
and christian greenwich i remember driving from london greenwich is like a suburb of london isn't it's very 
close yeah it is i mean it's greater london if you like um as you know it was chosen more than a century ago 
to be standardized time mostly because at that time time was was dictated by commerce commerce was 
mostly by ship and 70 percent of the world's shipping traffic originated here in london so it's stuck since then 
and uh one other thing christian no glitches no problems in the in the area of worry y2k and the like no the 
british were going to great lengths to tell people that there wouldn't be any glitches there was in the last few 
days one glitch that we heard about in terms of uh credit cards were not recognized as people tried to swipe 
them a certain number of credit cards but so far no glitches and the government is certainly hoping that there 
will be no glitches at all because even if it doesn't manifest itself straight after a straight at midnight they're 
hoping it doesn't in the days to come thank you christian amanpour on the scene in greenwich the suburb of 
london and as we go to break we'll show you scenes of fireworks a couple hours back in london england and

finished first congratulations uh billy i got you're kind of used to this by now right no i never get used to it and 
i'm not sure i accept uh the results of the poll because i don't think i am that uh high in the poll what did you 
what did you do you know the dalai lama and what did you think of what he had to say uh first of all i was 
staying in the same hotel with him a few years ago and he had one of his aides asked me if i would have 
dinner with him that night and i agreed immediately and i was honored to be invited but it was the same day 
that they announced from scandinavia that he had just received the nobel peace prize and he left 
immediately i never had the dinner what did you think of what he had to say about war and peace and and 
optimism i think yeah i think he had i think he had some good things to say and i didn't agree with everything 
but i agreed with most of what he had to say except this i think there is going to be according to the 
prophecies of the bible wars and rumors of wars till the end of time and i don't think there's anything that can 


change that except the human heart because i think the change has to come from within us and it's not uh 
the guns and it's not the atomic bombs that do the harm it's the people that that build them and it's people 
that that uh pull the triggers and push the 
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that uh pull the triggers and push the buttons and and you do not see that change yes i see that change 
taking place i see it taking place everywhere i go but it's on a small scale compared to the world's population 
and another problem that we face of course is that expanding world population uh whether we're going to be 
able to support this kind of uh population explosion i'm not sure what billy does this we call you billy reverend 
graham but we know each other so it's a long time it's hard not to call you but billy's at his home in in 
asheville north carolina what does this millennium this year 2000 specifically mean for you it means that we 
have a chance to start some things over again or that we have to start new again and some you know we 
have new year's resolutions that we normally make and then break a few days later and i would like to see 
us make a millennium resolution that we're going to do all in our power to help bring peace to the world and 
that it's not going to be these catastrophic events that we have had in the past where people are killing each 
other and raping each other we can't help a storm like a hurricane or a tornado that's in in another area 
entirely but we can help what's happening in the human heart and the bible says that there's a battle going 
on in all of our hearts and that expands to the from state to state and person to person and group to group 
what do you make of what you see of the these celebrations tonight all over the world the joy on the faces of

party welcoming 2000 to the heart of the argentine capital the island of bermuda the barbados and chile are 
joining the millennium club as well this hour and first up buenos aires as cnn's coverage of millennium 2000 
continues right now my politics mixes with celebration in buenos aires as the clock nears midnight and to the 
right at the top of your screen hundreds of thousands know the magic moment is getting closer in the capital 
of the united states washington d.c fireworks are at the ready and so are the political celebrities chicago is 
carl sandburg city among others and they too are watching the clock 
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and they too are watching the clock now you're looking at the presidential palace in buenos aires argentina 
where politics are very much close to the surface at all times our correspondent and anchor and colleague 
and friend sonia russo sonia what's going on this doesn't look like the millennium celebrations we've seen 
earlier in our coverage not at all bernie we are seconds away from midnight this is a human rights and 
political writing right at the heart of buenos aires in front of government house the traditional place where 
people gather for political moments not only evita was here but for democracy people gathered here now 
they are gathered to start a new millennium it is a smaller subject than it's not the official celebration that was 
cancelled for austerity but as you can see it has not taken the spirit out of the party and for this group of 
people a poignant moment because this is the rally remembering those whose lives were lost during military 
dictatorships 20 years ago sonia what demands are they making here these these main speakers the 
demands are for social justice and the demands are for those responsible for the deaths of the at least 9 000 
children if there's for them to be put in prison of course the laws have been passed that that will no longer be 
possible but their demand for justice continues and now it has become also a demand for social justice most 
argentines are at home with their families and will be partying much later into the night into the early hours of 
the morning and sonia is it not true that what is remarkable about this rally that we're watching here on 
worldwide television is that just a short while ago in this country this rally would not have been permitted 
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certainly not the courage of these women's during the years of dictatorship can't i cannot stress to you i lived 
here at the time the courage they had to come out and protest against the disappearance of their children but 
this country has been a democracy now since for 16 years we've just had another change of democratic 
government and it looks like at least one thing argentina can celebrate in the new millennium is that the age 
of military dictatorship is definitely over well very unusual and more subdued kind of celebration into the 
millennium bernie well on a different level you really look good you look happy you look satisfied how does it 
feel to be home wonderful absolutely wonderful to be home okay thank you happy new year it is great to see 
our colleagues sonia if politics is front and center in buenos aires it's certainly not that in new york city the 
biggest city in the united states more than a million people believed to be crammed into times square many 
more than in years past and our own fred hickman is there too fred where are you thank you very much judy 
actually i'm standing right in the middle of duffy square which is uh right at the corner of 46th and broadway 
or actually it's not broadway it's been renamed nyc 2000 for the night and the news of the evening is we have 
for the first time since they've been doing this way back in 1904 we have a sellout completely full all of the 
viewing areas here between 34th and 59th street between 6th and 8th avenues are completely packed to 
capacity and now police officers are starting to marshal people back down uh times square toward the south 
end of the square so they'll have to depend on these seven big screen television sets to watch the beautiful 
ball drop at midnight eastern time and speaking of that wonderful waterford crystal piece of work we have 
one of the designers here colin mcguckin from 
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designers here colin mcguckin from waterford over in ireland thank you so much for joining us uh we we 
know that this is the first time for this ball we know it weighs over a thousand pounds but tell us a few more of 
the dynamics of this particular ball okay well this this ball is absolutely unique it's the first of its kind it's the 
only one of its kind okay you can see a replica of one of the panels here there's a 500 pieces of crystal on 


this ball it's six feet in diameter weighs about 1070 pounds right and in total we have about 21 000 watts of 
light inside us okay you can see here the bulb mid specially you can see here the pattern on the crystal okay 
this represents the earth here in the center we've got a seven-pointed star we called it a star of hope we 
thought that was a very appropriate theme for the end of this millennium and hope for the next millennium as 
well then behind this we have a range of colored lights we can have red we have green we can have yellow 
we can have blue and also we have xenon like disco strobes and we can mix it all together all the panels are 
programmable and you can get this kind of cacophony of light that we're having during the day here that'll 
build up to a wonderful finale at midnight and we understand also this is the only time we're gonna see this 
particular ball first time and the last for this particular configuration this particular configuration of ball as a 
stand yes we're going to do something different for next year don't ask me what it is yet we got to get through 
this year yet okay but it'll be something different maybe something different in the crystal side the lighting 
side or maybe both yeah what will you do with this ball uh once these occur very good question yeah i guess 
it's going to be a national icon or some description it'll go to some it's going to be displayed somewhere in the 
states right it hasn't been decided exactly where yet somewhere suitable and somewhere where everybody 
can get a good chance to see it i think okay carla mcgougan thank you so much for staying with us and 
talking with us about it good luck with the ball thank you very much and a happy year to you and all your 
viewers same to you sir thank you uh interestingly enough when the ball does actually drop it'll come down 
about 77 feet down the pole at one time square very slowly it'll take a minute for it to come down of course 
mayor rudolph giuliani will be the gentleman charged with the honor of starting that process and he will of 
course be joining us at 11 30 eastern time to tell us more about the security 
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the security issues here and as far as security issues are concerned uh bernie and judy i have good news to 
report we have had no serious problem here in new york city today that's it from new york city for now we've 
got lots more to come but i'm fred hickman back to you in atlanta thank you fred that's good news indeed he 
looks awfully secure from the big apple to the big capital on the mall wolf blitzer the good news here bernie 
and judy is there's no bad news in fact this crowd that has gathered along the reflecting pool between the 
lincoln memorial and the washington monument is getting bigger and bigger every minute a lot of excitement 
the performance has just started the president is here with the first lady daughter chelsea they are going to 
be part of this millennial celebration that will culminate at midnight with a huge spectacular fireworks and light 
show something that the producer george stevens jr says washington dc has never seen before we'll see in 
a couple hours whether that in fact is true now only a little while ago i had a chance to speak with one of the 
legendary rock and roll stars who was going to be performing here this evening edgar winter let's listen to 
that interview i'll tell you it is actually really awe-inspiring to be in the presence of such amazing personages 
we are ready to rock and roll have you ever rocked and rolled with a crowd like this at a moment like this in 
your long career well this certainly is the since woodstock i was at the original woodstock and this certainly 
equals or surpasses that i mean it is the most wonderful place i could possibly imagine being at this 
particular time and as you prepared for this moment i know this has been in the works for a few weeks what 
was going through your mind as this one millennium moves into the next one well uh many things i used to

and i hope that those 20 years will be as happy as this last proceeding all right edgar winter the legendary 
rock and roll performer who's been around for a long time we've we've loved your work for all these years 
thank you very much thank you so much for spending a few minutes with us you're quite welcome all right 
let's rock and roll rock and roll and that's what they're doing here they're getting ready to rock and roll tom 


jones is going to be performing john fogarty kenny rogers the excitement is of course building and the good 
news of course no y2k computer book problems so far no other terrorism problems a lot of speculation but 
that could have been the case people are very excited here in fact the pentagon only a few minutes ago said 
that the code is now green meaning all things going forward no problems anticipated everyone being very 
excited here at the washington monument only a few blocks away our senior white house correspondent 
john king is standing by with what what has been going on over there john wolfe mostly a celebration here at 
the white house because of the good news related to the y2k questions the president now down with you on 
the mall to play his role in ushering in the new millennium here in washington the president will address the 
nation just before midnight also help light the fireworks down there here at the white house a short time ago 
the president and the first lady and chelsea clinton greeted more than 300 guests on hand for a white house 
millennium dinner the actress sophia loren among those on hand here as well as heavyweight boxing champ 
muhammad ali 
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heavyweight boxing champ muhammad ali the entertainers will smith jack nicholson quincy jones among 
those helping putting together the entertainment festivities tonight down on the mall the president in three 
separate toasts here at the white house asked his guests to look back on the role of the united states in the 
last millennium a relatively brief role of course the united states in existence only for the final 200 plus years 
of the millennium and the president also urged his guests to use their imagination and think ahead to the new 
century just ahead tonight we rise to the mountaintop of a new millennium behind us we see a great expanse 
of american experience and before us vast frontiers of possibility still to be explored i think we would all 
agree that we are most fortunate to be alive at this moment in history see the toast here you see the toast 
here from the president and he's now down on the mall as i mentioned after the celebration on the mall more 
than a thousand people invited back here to the white house for an all-night party the president then will

cnn looking north the arrival of the new year's less than three hours away in chicago that's lake michigan this 
city has flown in citizens of almost every nation in the world to take part in its millennial celebrations joining 
us our cnn chicago bureau chief jeff flock flock how's it going well bernie i know you know that skyline 
tremendously well i can report to you that tonight it is beautiful out along the lake front unseasonably warm 
about 35 degrees and expected to stay that way and soon in about three hours time that lakefront will be 
erupting with what is being billed as the biggest fireworks display in this city's long and storied history inside 
the mccormick place convention center in a room that is typically an exhibition hall there are three and a half 
thousand places at the ready they will accommodate people including as you report two people from virtually 
every country and territory in the world they've all been invited here flown here given the keys to the city for 
what amounts to a kind of a noah's ark millennium celebration and the curious thing about it is that none of 
them have ever been to chicago before hey lucky hey lockheed won't be trying 
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hey lucky hey lockheed won't be trying to make snowman for eight-year-old lachlan helling that's a great idea 
it'll be his first how's that dad pretty good trading sand for snow david helling and his son are from the tropical 
christmas island it's very small they've come from all over the world more than 200 countries to celebrate the 
millennium in the melting pot that is chicago the city has provided coats hats and boots to some visitors who 
never had need for such it is all this man's vision dino di vincenzi who arrived with his family from italy came 
up with the idea and emailed it to chicago's mayor ordinary people for the first time all together to celebrate 
the change of millennium for the peace and the world peace and joy they are being instructed in the ways of 
chicago's own millennium dance walk walk john hancock count down the millennium clock there are no kings 
queens or captains of industry among them she is a secretary from malta he's an architect from morocco and 
her picture up there on the wall so far lockheed his dad have been to the museum on a bus tour have gotten 
gloves and hats to fend off the chicago winter and of course now have tales of snowman to take back to 
christmas island it feels squishy bernie as we said it is unseasonably warm and so that snow is all gone now 
but they will certainly have their memories again this room will fill up in about a half an hour's time with those 
three and a half thousand people and of course our coverage tonight will be live and in all the right places 
that's the ladies from chicago i'm jeff flock cnn reporting live from the mccormick place convention center and 
what amounts tonight to noah's ark jeff flock what a party it's going to be and when that smile is big on 
bernie's face it's because that's his other 
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face it's because that's his other that's his original hometown chicago love that city well deep in the heart of 
the state called texas there's a rootin tootin small town celebration going on we're going to go live now to 
granberry about 33 miles southwest we are told of dallas fort worth our own candy crowley is checking out 
the new year's scene in the main square hello hi candy what you're looking at right now is really the 
epicenter of this town of granberry it is the courthouse uh the pride and joy of this town of about six thousand 
people the big deal tonight will be when that clock strikes 12. they like to tell you that this clock was done by 
the same people who did the london clock of big ben some years after big ben was made what happens here 
tonight is first of all we will hear from country blue singers which i think you can hear now then they will all 
come out and literally just wait for the clock to come down they're going to have some fireworks as well while 
this is smaller than most of those celebrations you have seen around the world today and this evening it is no 
less jubilant this of course we should tell you and they will tell you the minute you walk into this town has 
been named the best town square in texas 35 miles southwest of fort worth at the juncture of business route 
377 and state highway 144 lies granberry texas and it is new year's eve we've got a big party on our square 
you know our square was a 19th century square and it has a beautiful courthouse 1891 courthouse seth 


thomas clock in the top and we're all going to be around that clock listening for it at midnight see what 
happens there's a parade around the square fireworks over the lake and black eyed peas an old fashioned 
new year celebration into a new fashioned age still we have small city values in this town especially we have 
great family structures which i think are very important to carry into the new century as well as a new 
millennium 
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there's country music inside the opera house a dance inside the theater and hot dr pepper granberry's back 
to the future celebration is made to order for a town which rose from the ashes of a dying agricultural 
economy locally quarried limestone buildings dating back to the middle of the 19th century have been 
restored more than two dozen bed and breakfasts offer housing from the victorian era to the early 20th 
century the history is something that gives us a sense of community here that gives us a sense of belonging 
to each other and i think that's important in the 21st century to have that sense of of knowing where you're at 
and where you're going locals insist that jesse james died here of old age don't tell that to the people in 
missouri and legend has it that a bartender named john saint helens was really john wilkes booth who 
wandered into town years after history says he died with facts and folklore granberry has built itself into an 
historic tourist attraction a town the time remembered this evening remembers time they're not really sure 
how many people will show up for the midnight peel of the courthouse bell but some folks wouldn't miss it for 
the world if i said to you look you've got your choice you know you can go to paris you can go to new york 
you can go to miami i just wouldn't be in granbury it is that kind of place the town square is beginning to fill up 
now so far this evening they've been in and out of various buildings taking part in most of the festivities they 
don't really know how many people are going to show up they think maybe two or three thousand what they 
do know and what they do believe in grand marriot is that all of them will be family judy and bernie andy 
thank you candy it looks uh delicious well half a country away from granberry and a whole time zone away in 
washington d.c there's some action for that let's go to wolf blitzer the first lady burning in judy is now 
addressing this huge crowd here let's listen to mrs clinton 
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it is so moving to stand at this place which in this century has become america's sacred ground here we 
have come again as individuals with our children in hand and by the hundreds of thousands to witness and 
strive for what is best in our country and ourselves under mr lincoln's gaze we each stand taller and we all 
reach higher the great march on washington came here in 1963 as a mighty river of hope fed by every race 
and every stream of american life to hear the man who was lincoln's spiritual descendant this century's 
american prophet proclaimed i have a dream it was and is the american dream across the river on a hillside 
that looms above this memorial a single flickering flame in the night marks the grave of the young president 
who spoke here on the 10th on the 100th anniversary of the emancipation proclamation and whose funeral 
passed here on its way to arlington at the summit of the american century he told us not to be satisfied but to 
challenge ourselves ask not what your country can do for you ask what you can do for your country it was a 
time when visions were raised up and leaders were struck down 
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were struck down but their ideals will never die they will go with us into the new century and the new 
millennium and here is a song from a time in this century that touched america's soul abraham martin and 
john [Applause] ladies and gentlemen tricia yearwood and brian mcknight [Music] is anybody here seeing my 
old friend abraham can you tell me [Music] and i just looked around and he's gone [Music] has anybody here

and capital of the province let's stay let's listen 
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this millennium is very important to these fine people it marks the 1000th anniversary of when the vikings first 
arrived in north america and you can tell they are having fun [Applause] so midnight has rolled across the 
atlantic ocean and it has hit north america you just saw it in newfoundland we are now though going to move 
all the way south to the country venezuela to caracas a country where this millennium is being greeted with a 
mixture of emotions surely some celebration but also great sadness for the losses venezuela has 
experienced in the recent flooding and mudslides that has taken the lives of many many thousands of people 
cnn's correspondent mark potter joins us from caracas mark well judy what we're seeing here in caracas is a 
much different situation than in other world capitals tonight in venezuela's capital home to three and a half 
million people we are hearing and seeing a lot of fireworks indeed but they're being fired off by private 
citizens from their homes from the yards from their streets but there is no organized new year's and 
millennium celebration the government is not sponsoring a national party and the mayor's office and local tv 
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and the mayor's office and local tv stations which used to sponsor new year's events have canceled them 
this year now there are a couple of reasons for the rather limited celebrations here in caracas one actually is 
cultural the venezuelans typically don't make a big deal of new year's relatively speaking they tend to 
celebrate in their homes at midnight having dinner with their family if they go out they go out later to church 
to private parties they don't gather in big crowds as in new york and other places now there's a second 
reason for the limited celebrations here it's much more serious it's very sad and it happened very recently 
just two and a half weeks ago there was a natural disaster here on december 15 after days and days of 
torrential rains floods avalanches and mudslides destroyed a number of communities just to the northeast of 
where we're standing uh just northeast of caracas it killed a hundred thousands of venezuelans and it 
certainly has put a damper on the new year celebrations the mood in much of venezuela is seen through the 
eyes of red cross workers who day after day slogged through mud and wreckage trying to ease the suffering 


hey the estimates are staggering between fifteen and fifty thousand dead four hundred thousand homeless 
and a twenty billion dollar price tag on recovery which could take years red cross supervisor miguel villarreal 
has worked non-stop since the mudslides he has seen too much misery the venezuelan people are not 
celebrating anything at this time here we didn't have christmas we didn't have new we won't have new year's 
eve that is a catastrophe and a national treaty a national tragedy that has taken a personal toll on ana roxo 
i'm not going to have a new year party 
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a new year party i didn't have a christmas party at home i don't know i i'm sad about this and very worried 
about these people i'm ready during a national address venezuelan president hugo chavez said the tragedy 
has shaken but perhaps strengthened the national soul i think we're going in with our heads held high 
carrying our debt but with our heads held high to be clear most of this country's 23 million people were not 
directly harmed by the disaster and life goes on in caracas and the major industrial centers which were 
mostly spared but even here there are political and economic worries the country is in deep recession and 
the chavez administration blames much of the country's ills on rampant corruption from past governments 
corruption in venezuela has shown it is a state within a state and many times it is more powerful than the 
government itself while president chavez is extremely popular with the poor 70 percent of the population his 
moves to crack down on corruption strengthen the military and solidify his power have raised questions 
among others about the future it doesn't mean that you have good expectations of the next year because 
again confusion is what we have now confusion compounded by tragedy that has shaken the national soul 
so against that backdrop that sad backdrop the country is just beginning to recover and it has diminished its 
millennium celebrations judy just in a capsule mark tell us how are people coping are the people who 
avoided this disaster are they reaching out 
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this disaster are they reaching out to their countrymen in this terrible time yes they are we have seen a lot of 
relief efforts they're continuing every day uh food is being gathered here uh people are being moved from the 
uh the disaster areas into the central part of the country and there's also a huge international effort from the 
united states from europe from latin america the caribbean a number of countries are helping this is a huge 
disaster the president here has called it the shaking of the national soul but he says in some ways maybe in 
the end the country may be stronger because it is unified in the recovery all right mark potter reporting from 
caracas venezuela where the clock will strike midnight just about 24 minutes from now thank you mark you 
know i'm thinking about the movie that michael todd once produced around the world in 80 days here at cnn 
we're taking you around the world in 25 hours next stop mexico city but let's look over our shoulders at 
vatican skies this is what it looked like and sounded like as the holy father addressed the people down below 
you are a skilled and gifted surgeon he left behind the only family he's ever known to find his place in the 
world i've never actually seen the ocean the los angeles times calls it a superb film and now it's been 
nominated for two golden globe awards rex reed says it's definitely one of the year's best pictures i love you

touching the great state of california but there's one place in california namely los angeles and the los 
angeles airport where our own greg lamont has kept a close eye on what's taking place greg judy no need to 
adjust your television set what you see or don't see is exactly what's happening this minute at the world's 
fourth busiest airport normally los angeles international airport handles 166 000 passengers a day but as you 
can see there's hardly anyone here all of the airport stores are open there's just no one in them in this 
terminal there's normally 22 scheduled flights at this hour tonight there are two clearly the overwhelming 
majority of people who are planning on traveling already have whether they were concerned about y2k or 
possible terrorism we don't know we just know that they are not here as far as y2k is concerned los angeles 
international airport officials have told us that they are experiencing no problems either on the ground or in 
the air the faa has set all 565 of the airports it regulates ry2k running and such would seem the case given 
the fact that u.s airlines run off of greenwich meantime and it was midnight greenwich meantime almost four 
hours ago not everyone has reached their destination however joining me are david and chris gruenhagen 
they started off flying in edmonton canada went to minneapolis then ended up in orange county had to take a 
bus from orange county to lax they are now getting on a red-eye in a couple of hours to sydney australia you 
folks must be absolutely exhausted yeah looking forward to laying down what first of all have friends and 
relatives said to you about traveling on new year's eve why are you taking your children with you in you know 
in anticipation of something terrible happening but uh i have to ignore them here i am 
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but uh i have to ignore them here i am friends and relatives more concerned than you i don't think so i i feel if 
the crew is willing to get on board i'm confident to get on board with them and i think that like you were 
saying y2k is pretty much figured out as far as i'm concerned and we'll i feel feel good about it do you have 
any concerns at all or did it cross your mind about the fact that you would be flying at midnight at least los 
angeles time to australia well one thing is it's already new year's day there so that if anything has happened 
there it would have happened here we're going to be gone two hours or an hour and a half before anything 
could possibly happen at that glitch so i guess we'll be out in the ocean and we hope nothing happens you 
were also telling me earlier that your thoughts were why would airlines put planes up in the air if they were 
concerned well exactly they're millions of dollars hundreds of millions of dollars worth of an airplane costs 
plus the cruise plus everything else that could happen i don't think that they would allow that to happen if 
they didn't feel confident or the air traffic controllers would feel confident that anything could happen i mean 
i'm sure they're confident now it's my understanding you're getting on a qantas flight as i understand it that 
plane a 747 holds about 400 passengers have you been told how many will be flying tonight i think about 50 
50 yes okay we're four we're four of them happy new year to you too and thank you very much for waiting for 
us there are people still flying and many folks now are saying they simply don't have any concerns about y2k 
or any act of terrorism bernie judy greg there are some people in washington who are quite pleased to hear 
you report that because airspace is their primary concern carl rochelle brings us up today bernie here's a 
look at the system right now these are the 
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at the system right now these are the aircraft that you see these dots on this map are airplanes that are 
approaching airports now this is what the picture looks like at the faa's command center in herndon virginia 
where they track all of the airplanes that are flying within the controlled airspace controlled by the faa we had 
a briefing by a senior faa official just a little while ago and he said that so far the system is going through his 
words flying colors that's the way it's dealt with y2k monty belgium the deputy administrator said there have 
been no reports of any failure affecting operational or safety of any nature like that anywhere within the 
united states and he said they're tracking the international systems and haven't come up with any problems 
in the international system either he said there were a few minor glitches perhaps a dozen or so that's about 
half of what they'd normally get reported most significant of which was a printer that affects the ocean 


systems now ocean systems are those that control the airports flying into and out of the united states in the 
atlantic and pacific ocean coming into and out of the country some printers down but it didn't affect 
operations and it didn't affect safety we were told that there was one incident reported to the faa about an an 
airport losing an airport losing uh its landing lights and they checked into that fairly closely and decided that

venezuela as the u.s east coast is about to enter its final hour of the century cnn's coverage of this new 
millennium this hour features a contrast of cultures and venues in north and south america we'll go live to the 
street party in the venezuelan capital caracas and they'll be parading through halifax as 2000 hits another 
canadian province cnn continues its millennium 2000 coverage right now [Music] what is in the upper left- 
hand corner caracas venezuela's largest city the year 2000 is here in seconds time marching onward to 
midnight in new york's fame square in the district of columbia washington it's one hour and counting as 
president clinton joins thousands on the mall preparing to dine dance and celebrate 
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preparing to dine dance and celebrate in the windy city of chicago these are live pictures of caracas 
venezuela where the clock has just struck midnight you can see you can see rockets going up and moving 
quickly up north america to halifax nova scotia nova scotia one of the canadian provinces on the eastern 
shore of canada they're going to have four parties at the world trade and convention center in halifax metro 
center each one geared to a different pocketbook how's this the tickets range from fifteen dollars to five 
hundred dollars and as we look at we go from the clearly celebratory picture there bernie in in halifax in nova 
scotia we go to a picture of darkness although as mark potter told us a little while ago there are fireworks but 
they are fireworks that have been pulled together by individuals by private concerns mark potter tell us about 
the mood in that city in that country that has so recently confronted tragedy well judy we have sort of a mixed 
mood here in caracas as you can see from these pictures there is uh some degree of celebration we are 
seeing a lot of fireworks now that it is the new year in caracas we're certainly hearing those fireworks as you 
said what's interesting about this is that this is being done by private citizens from their homes from their 
yards this is not part of a organized new year's or millennium celebration those were canceled the 
government is not sponsoring any sort of national party this is in response of course to the tragedy you were 
just talking about two and a half weeks ago this country was hit by a natural disaster mudslides floods 
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natural disaster mudslides floods avalanches just northeast of the capital un destroyed a number of 
communities killed 15 to 50 000 people left 400 000 people homeless so that has certainly un dampened the 
national mood and so while we are seeing fireworks here in venezuela many people in this country are not 
celebrating they are very concerned they are worried they are not celebrating the millennium judy mark 
potter in caracas venezuela quite a contrast to what is happening in times square certainly fred hickman's 
there indeed i am bernie and judy uh it is an odyssey going on now as you uh look uh back behind me this is 
uh going toward times square and then beyond to the south there and uh this celebration being called 
odyssey you know times square is the home of broadway there are some three dozen theaters here none of 
them uh of course open for business tonight as we have some a bit of a larger show going on right now but i 
can tell you that we've had basically 24 broadway productions happening all day long since the pre-dawn 
hour this being one of them the penultimate one before we get into of course the big celebration for new 
year's here in new york but i thought i would share with you just a bit of the history of times square uh this is 
a place that actually attained the name of times square back in 1904 it was then long acre square big horse 
trading capital here in new york and it was purchased by the new york times newspaper that year to 


celebrate the occasion uh there was a little fireworks show off the roof of the building in 19 it became a 
tradition in 1907 then we began having the ball drop and it's been going on ever since and this is going to be 
the biggest and the best in fact they're saying that this is the biggest single celebration that the city has ever 
had of any kind at any time the actual history of the ball drop itself goes back to the 16th century balls were 
dropped usually in maritime areas to kind of give people an idea of 
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areas to kind of give people an idea of what time it was so that they could set their watches in their various 
timepieces and so that is not a new idea but what we're doing here is certainly uh just a wonderful thing uh 
sell out yes indeed in fact it is the first time it's ever been sold out for this particular event when i say sell out 
uh the tickets certainly are not for sale but there is simply no more room for any more people people are 
spilling all the way back to 34th street behind me here they've never gone back that far and then 59th all the 
way to the north they were boarded on either side by 6th and 8th avenues so we are ready for the 
celebration to begin the balls have been passed out the puerto rican flags you may have seen quite a few of 
those as puerto rico is celebrating the arrival of the millennium and there's a great puerto rican population 
here in new york city so it's beginning to swell and we're beginning to get the feeling that something very 
special is going to happen very shortly at the bottom of the hour mayor rudolph giuliani will be joining me he 
along with surgeon dr mary ann hopkins uh with doctors without borders and also bellevue hospital here will 
both push another crystal cylinder which is actually the button that will start the ball down its way that'll 
happen at 11 59 but the mayor will talk with us about all of the different safety issues and concerns that 
they've addressed and addressed very well here in new york city as we prepare for the new millennium to 
arrive here i'm telling you i know my good friend wolf blitzer is expecting big things in washington and it's 
going to be great but they're going to be hard-pressed to top us here in new york bernie judy we're going to 
see fred washington d.c havana cuba two political capitals poles apart but we're going to pull them closer to 
you through the magic of television when we come back [Music] cnn's global coverage of millennium 2000 is

seen a lot of events here on the washington mall along the reflecting pool between the lincoln memorial the 
washington monument all the way up to capitol hill i got to tell you this is a sea of humanity in here this place 
is packed people can't move alongside both sides of this reflecting pool and i don't care what fred hickman 
said about times square this city the nation's capital has nothing to be ashamed of a lot more people showed 
up tonight than i think any of the planners had anticipated given the relatively mild weather the spectacular 
performance that's still ongoing right now and it's about to culminate in about 20 minutes or so with a steven 
spielberg 18 minute film reflecting some of the accomplishments of the 20th century but this crowd is really 


really excited as they're getting ready for midnight and we're told at midnight the sound and light show the 
fireworks that we're going to see here on the nation's capital something that's never been seen before 
despite the bicentennial the inaugurations the july 4th this is going to be something very very special tonight 
now the performers have been singing all night one of them was don mclean this the songwriter of american 
pie 1971 that's become a classic i had a chance to speak to don mclean only a few minutes ago here's that 
interview i never thought i'd be around uh this long so i'm you know thrilled to still be around and still 
functioning reasonably well you know so many of the performers that said the same thing i've asked them 
how do you feel about performing tonight they've all been saying well we never thought we'd be here at the 
end of this millennium at the beginning if i can jump this millennium fence i'm good for another 30 years 
another 30 years would be good what's happening in your life right now tell us about your your performances 
well i have a 
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your performances well i have a wonderful pbs television special coming up in march an hour and a half 
that's a wonderful break with garth brooks and nancy griffith as my special guest and uh i am recording and 
doing all kinds of one-nighters and just very busy with all kinds of business things but you're happy you've 
never done anything is sort of like what you're doing tonight participating in front of these thousands and 
thousands of people this although the only thing i that ever came close to this was when garth brooks had 
me uh as a guest at central park which was uh one of the nicest things that ever happened to me in this 
business and uh since then wonderful things have been happening so uh did you have it did you have a 
chance to meet the president of the first lady yes i did that was quite a wonderful experience as well he 
treated us wonderfully and we had a millennium dinner which i just came from so uh i won't have any trouble 
remembering where i was uh when the century ended i don't think i'll have any trouble either i don't think the 
hundreds of thousands of people get out alive yeah we'll get out but thanks so much for joining us all right 
and happy new year thank you and we're back here live here at the washington mall this place is packed 
excited and probably among the most excited we had a chance to spot him only a few minutes ago the 
president of the united states bill clinton he was listening to john fogerty formerly of credence clearwater 
revival and the president was rocking and rolling as they were singing a medley of uh very very popular rock 
and roll songs this place is simply packed you see that 1999 it's gonna turn eventually of course within the 
hour to the year 2000 behind the lincoln memorial we're going to see something that we've never seen in 
washington before we had a chance to speak to george stevens jr as one of the producers together with 
quincy quincy jones they've produced a spectacular sound and light show when you see at midnight what is 
going to be coming up behind the lincoln memorial times square and that crystal ball and all of that 
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and that crystal ball and all of that that will prove to be modest compared to what the nation's capital has 
going i don't know fred hickman can hear me but he'll be excited to see what's happening here in washington 
bernie and judy wolf are you excited or what very excited if i didn't know better wolf blitzer i think you were 
trying to set up some kind of competition with fred fred hickman if you can hear me get on a plane take that 
shuttle to washington two guys i think it's fair to say they're both covering a pretty special celebration well as 
bernie said a minute ago in in the political world it's been very difficult to get washington and havana together 
but we are going to do it right now we're going to take you from washington all the way to havana the capital 
of cuba to our own lucia newman and lucia is it right that the cuban government does not recognize a new 
year's eve of the new year's holiday good evening judy indeed in cuba while the people do celebrate new 
year's eve the coming of a new year in this country the bringing in of the new millennium will not occur 
officially in until december 31st of next year because they are going strictly by the gregorian calendar now as 
you can see we're coming to you live from the tropicana cuba's best known nightclub which was founded in 
1939. uh the tropicana is one of the few institutions to have survived in this country in a century that was 
marked by a revolution and economic upheaval most of the people here tonight judy and bernie are from 
other countries people who came here to bring in the new millennium from a nation that many see as still 


being in many ways in the past cuba is the only country in the hemisphere which is still holding on firmly and 
proudly to communism despite its demise in many many other parts of the world and speaking of differences 
cuba is one of the few countries where y2k is not an obsession [Music] 
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[Music] ask many cubans what they think about y2k and they're likely to answer why to what it's not so much 
due to an absence of information but rather because most see the potential problems as irrelevant to them 
the reason the majority of cubans have no access to the internet or even computers and where they are 
used their role is usually not critical the level of computerization in our society is not at the level of more 
developed nations that means that our main systems interact giving accessory information to vital services 
after collecting data it is a human being that makes the final decisions in other words in cuba the supply of 
water electricity and other utilities is controlled by people not by computers cuban banks were using the 
same systems involved before the 1959 revolution until just four years ago when they decided to automate 
the computers and programs available after 1994 in general deal adequately with the problem of the y2k the 
same is true for cuba's new international airports which authorities say are free of the y2k bug cuba's y2k 
commission in fact has declared the country free of any major complications paradoxically in fact cuba's 
relative tardiness in catching up with the technology of the 21st century has turned out to be at least as far as 
y2k is concerned a 
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at least as far as y2k is concerned a blessing in disguise judy and bernie thank you lucia for reporting from 
havana where it's 44 minutes and and counting and bernie when we come back we're going to stop in on las 
vegas a place where you might say the secular is king but before we do a quick glimpse of two places where 
the spiritual reigns supreme sunrise over bethlehem sunrise over jerusalem [Music] cnn's global coverage of

waters is there lou we understand that they're not just bringing in the new millennium of their celebrating the 
death of the old millennium they'll celebrate anything here judy as you know this is america's premier party 
sitter city they bid farewell to the old millennium about noon today and almost immediately the party got 
underway we understand bourbon street is packed in tight now but the folks are starting to show up down 
here on the riverwalk we're along the river's edge waiting for the barges to be dragged out the noise is 
picking up people are pouring in for the fireworks show which begins in a little over an hour we talked to the 
mayor earlier he said this the city is ready the big easy is ready he said but from the looks of things you think 
the ball had already dropped here because they've been celebrating for days new orleans knows how to 
throw a party happy new year ribbons and balloons [Applause] you can't have too many balloons or beer but 
the midnight toast for most will be laced with champagne bubbles champagne 40 cases of it buy the 
truckload 12 on the bottom so about 25 i think i'm gonna have to make two trips the excitement builds along 
bourbon street [Applause] the builders build in venerable jackson square where tens of thousands will come 
to celebrate the beginning of the new century it won't be long now and look who i ran into noodling down at 
patina 
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into noodling down at patina that's domino new orleans own gets top billing tonight at the hyatt the police put 
on a show for the media and the millennium show must go on they say routine this is routine for us got your 
fingers crossed though well i got my fingers crossed but it's still routine for us i don't know if my fingers are 
crossed as much as uh my fingers and toes are crossed nearby the voodoo priestess reminds the party 
faithful of the big easies rich in cultural ethnic traditions and weaves her white magic preparing them to ring 
in the new sweeping off the negative issues out of your life and we wanted you to turn this way we're taking 
off the old and bringing the new [Music] the old is taken off with a jazz mass and symbolic funeral a solemn 
hymn a farewell at the gravesite a final act of respect for the passing millennium and then the party begins 


anticipation of better things to come new orleans knows how to throw a party [Music] you got to keep moving 
here in the big easy it's a spectacle it's a wonderful spectacle bernie and judy and although the mayor and 
the police chief say everything's routine here all hands are on deck all police officers have no days off no 
vacations until next wednesday because as you know the national college football game will be played here 
at the superdome on tuesday florida state seminoles against the virgin tech hokies virginia tech hokies for 
the national championship so it's back-to-back uh parties here and they're 
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back-to-back uh parties here and they're starting off the new year right here in new orleans bernie judy 
happy new year happy new year lou and you know uh it's back to back and it's also great music it's my 
favorites fats domino the neville brothers chubby checker how come you get all the best assignments 
[Laughter] yeah it's uh music everywhere i i love music and i'll tell you something getting a hold of fats 
domino to have him appear on television anywhere is a is an act of god and it takes a lot of hard work and 
we did it and we got him and he's a wonderful man he's 71 years old now he cut his first record with in uh 
back in 1949 he's still uh the legend of new orleans looking and sounding great we're glad you're there 
thanks lou well the lyrics yes it's me i'm in love again yes yes on cnn by the way one sign of the times is 
assigned anytime and kyra phillips is standing by that sign in hollywood and she has a guest kara that's right 
bernie and judy i tell you what i grew up in southern california and i have never seen anything like this from 
new orleans to los angeles we have all kinds of things in store for you wait till you see what's going to 
happen to this sign come midnight and a matter of fact we have the producer of this whole gala with us carl 
bendix he's done everything from presidential uh parties to the oscars thanks for being with us thank you well 
let's talk about this celebration this light has not been lit up since 1984 the olympics you say this is going to 
be very different however yeah it's much more dramatic than has ever been attempted before we've put in a 
close-up lighting system where we've been working for weeks just building platforming and scaffolding at the 
base of the sign to bring in all the electrical and lighting and special effects instruments now from old 
hollywood to new hollywood this used to be a manual thing flipping on lights this is all computerized right yes 
now what is so high tech well it's also a throwback to the old hollywood too as you'll see we have data 
flashes that surround the sign letters which is how it originally was lit in the 30s when it was first constructed 
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the 30s when it was first constructed and then it switches past there into lightning strikes the world's largest 
and brightest lighting instruments and there's like 230 million watts of power wow it explodes is it y2k 
compliant yes okay we'll find out in midnight won't we now tell us about the celebration up between the | and 
the y there's going to be a performer also for the first time we'll be having a live performance with john bryan 
who'll be stepping out from behind one of the letters and playing a thousand year rendition of o lang syne 
from bach to rock from bach to rock very good tell us about some of the other things going on on in the city a 
lot of cultural celebrations in all the different neighborhoods they're all interlinked by satellite by video yes the 
the hollywood sign serves sort of as the crown jewel uniting the whole city and all the different communities 
of los angeles mayor reardon has really put together an extraordinary team of producers that are working at 
five or six other sites throughout the city and everyone is throwing from here to the different sites now what's 
happening at all the different sites we have salsa music swing music live concerts parades correct what else 
is going on well there's a whole series of like two thousand there's two thousand on parade there's two 
thousand line dancers there's two thousand yeah gospel singers uh it's an amazing performance that really 
represents the best of the culture of los angeles and really unifies us and brings us together throughout the 
city as we're seeing today in this historic moment as the whole planet is sort of being brought together and 
feeling the closeness to each other now what's so special about this for you as a producer this is very 
different from anything you've ever done how does this compare to say the oscars or a party for the 
president well this is much more challenging just in view of the location because right here even though 
we're in los angeles and hollywood we are also in the middle of nowhere standing on top of a mountain it's 
not like times square we're in the middle of millions of people exactly so it's very challenging terrain and and 
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and and uh i liken it so much setting up a light show on the moon a light show on the moon and that could be 
your next project maybe all right you can talk to the mayor about that so come midnight you're going to be 
back here with the mayor and with jay leno yes and you're going to flip the switch yes terrific and the sign 
explodes in a burst of excitement carl bendix thanks so much for being with us thank you there you have it 
we'll be back here a couple times talking about the history of the sign then of course for the big celebration 
come midnight bernie and judy tara thanks very much coming up an unexpected grudge match in the left 
corner the man from springfield weighing so many pounds we won't disclose in the right corner the man from 
buffalo new york he won't tell us how much he weighs but when we come back these two will tell us who has 
the best show on earth is it on the mall in washington d.c is it in new york's times square fred hickman and 
wolf blitzer will square off but before that marvel at this live picture sunrise over egypt well when i got hurt in 
this work i thought i had supplemental insurance supplemental assurance what's that aflac well even best

160 puppets going i have 24 different broadway shows that have gone on today pyrotechnics out the wazoo 
when midnight hits i got a crystal ball up on top if that's not enough i got 7 000 gallons of coffee donated by 
timothy's delicatessen all ready to go now how can you top that well fred i got muhammad ali and elizabeth 
taylor here in addition to the president of the united states and the first lady but we have tens of thousands of 
people who have simply packed around it's unbelievable you know when i came here at around five this 
afternoon and it was not very crowded but with every 15 minutes this place simply got going it's been packed 
uh and as you can see and as you can hear the excitement is only just beginning because in a little while 
what we're going to see behind the lincoln memorial is a sound and light show and fireworks that will make 
that little crystal ball in new york city which we see every year which is no big deal it comes down and it's 
over with people kiss and hug in times square and that's about it what you're going to see here in the nation's 
capital is a fireworks display that has never been seen before in fact you'll see stuff going down this reflecting 
pool the reflecting pool from the lincoln memorial all the way down to the washington monument it's not only 
going to stop there it's going to go up to the top of the washington monument you'll see something that the 


nation's capital has never seen certainly new york city has never seen anything like this before fred what do 
you got to top that well let me go back to my little crystal ball thing i'm a little hurt by that you know this crystal 
ball has never been seen before waterford crystal 
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been seen before waterford crystal it is hand carved it will only be seen this one particular time it weighs 
1070 pounds it has 504 individually cut crystals and it's a beautiful thing but you know if you're if i'm not 
convincing you let me go down to my colleague gary tuckman who's down in the crowd down here he's down 
with my two million friends and he's going to tell you what's uh what's going on as we close in on midnight in 
new york garrett fred i gotta tell you it helps to be six foot one in this situation so you can see me but i wish i 
was six foot five it would be easier a lot of very happy people right now i am standing in the midst of what 
maybe two million people the largest gathering ever in times square new year's history they've been doing 
this since 1904 and the turnout's incredible amazingly a very small percentage of these people are new 
yorkers these people are from all over the world like this guy he's from ecuador you having a good time yeah 
sure it's the best place to be have you ever been to times square before new year's year i came here four 
years ago and it's a really good time what do you think of this turnout oh it's great it's the best there's a 
woman in front of him from north carolina where are you from north carolina chapel hill chapel hill home of 
the university of north carolina how are you enjoying times square it's amazing absolutely amazing are you 
surprised that you know there was a lot of talk about y2k problems possible terrorism did that scare you at all 
yeah a little bit are you scared anymore i'm here i'm here having a good time right oh yeah it's good these 
folks california washington what other states florida oklahoma unbelievable turn up you having a good time 
oh i'm loving it i am loving it what state are you from washington those are quite attractive glasses i don't 
know if you can see them but a lot of people are wearing these 2 000 glasses costs about five bucks you're 
having a good time yes sir thanks for joining us you can tell it's a pretty wild night in times square new year's 
ball comes down in about 12 minutes fred hickman back to you okay gary thank you very much wolf uh any 
comments on that fred it's very very impressive new york city is a lovely place the nation's capital remember 
it's a it's a city that's a lot smaller 
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it's a city that's a lot smaller these people right now they've got they they're just pumped they're ready to go 
they've been seeing a steven spielberg film on the the past 100 years it's a little bit somber it's a little bit 
serious and so as a result they're not as excited as they probably should be at around one minute to 
midnight though the president of the united states is going to be speaking and of course exactly at midnight 
this place is going to go crazy they're going to go get very excited and bernie and judy as you know both of 
you live in washington dc when it comes to a celebration between times square and the washington mall let's 
leave it in your hands who do you think is going to have a better party now see you're trying to get us to take 
sides and we won't do that do you think we should throw water on them now or later we just want both of you 
to hang around because there's much more coming up in the next 12 11 minutes ahead and we don't want to 
miss a single second of it when it begins it's going to get better [Applause] [Music] cnn's global coverage of

united states in fact has just started speaking here in front of the lincoln memorial here's the president we 
celebrate the past we have honored america's remarkable achievements struggles and triumphs in the 20th

this year that's right next year and whatever the government says goes in uh in cuba did we say happy new 
year to each other he didn't happy new year bernie thank you and a happy new year to all the women and 
men of cnn around this globe who have been working so tirelessly for the past few months to bring you 
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for the past few months to bring you this story as we've been bringing it to you since yesterday morning and 
we shall continue for days to come you know bernie there was a poll uh i mentioned a poll a minute ago 
there was a poll that cnn and time did not long ago and now what will you be doing at midnight on new year's 
eve 62 said kissing someone so i guess we just saw some of the 62 percent well wolf blitzer is not kissing 
anyone at the mall are you wolf and fred hickman i doubt that you're doing that in new york's times square 
gentlemen i'm not kissing anyone but i want to wish fred hickman a happy new year well you're not doing too 
bad yourself in washington well happy new year to you too it's wonderful you can't lose on a night like this 


what a wonderful occasion this is i'll i'll tell you this is one of the most exciting moments here at the 
washington mall you know they're behind the lincoln memorial you're seeing pictures of the lincoln memorial 
right now there was a sun that was coming up we really couldn't do justice on television the uh you had a lot 
more cameras over there at times square getting all those great pictures and i'm not trying to belittle what 
you were seeing over there but uh here it was in the midst of what we saw here in washington actual fire that 
was going on down this reflecting pool that's seen so much history over the years it was just uh it was just a 
thrilling thrilling moment goosebumps all over my body as i was trying to experience it i was just grateful that 
we got we could all get through this moment given all the build up of y2k the computer bug at least for now 
so far so good isn't it a wonderful thing you know we have two million people two million people compressed 
to this small area here in midtown manhattan no incidents and you know it's been just a loving experience for 
everybody involved here spirits are so high and my hope i guess for the new year for all of us is that we can 
continue on with that good feeling and carry it over into other areas of our lives and perhaps you know enjoy 
ourselves a lot more than we have the uh the last 1 000 years 
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we have the uh the last 1 000 years we should do this again in 3000 what do you think we should we should 
do it again in fact you know the amazing thing and i can see hundreds of people i don't know if you can see 
the faces around this reflecting pool but everyone everyone is really packed you can't even move it's pack 
pack pack but everyone is being really nice they're being very friendly there's nothing no negative vibes i'm 
getting at all i'm just getting positive vibrations from everyone around me it's been it's been a real thrilling 
experience yeah the same for me and i have to admit this to you i've been to super bowls i've covered many 
of them in my uh days in sport i've covered world series i've covered any kind of sporting event you can think 
of heavyweight championship fights right here in new york city as a matter of fact but i have never ever seen 
anything this thrilling this exciting and this historic that i've had a chance to be a part of and it's just been a 
real pleasure and it's been a real pleasure jousting with you my good friend wolf hey yeah you know we 
know i didn't mean a word of it we had a lot of fun you had one advantage you had the mayor of new york 
mayor giuliani too bad we couldn't get the first lady mrs clinton over here they we could have had the two of 
them arguing a little bit un over who was doing a better job well i'll tell you what i'll see you here next year 
this time we'll do it again i'll give you another shot hey happy new year and all my friends in new york you 
know i'm from buffalo i know that and a bills guy i don't want to be talking out of school happy new year to my 
family too back at springfield illinois and and of course you bernie and judy you guys and judy you guys are 
new here to you guys happy new year to both of you you guys are getting a little mushy here we uh we liked 
it when there was an edge to the conversation bernie i just want to say we're modeling no no i know but you 
know we keep showing these pictures of new york and washington but we should say bernie there are 20 
states and washington uh plus two other parts of two other states that are now in the year 2000 i don't know 
if we have time to name them all maine new hampshire vermont new jersey pennsylvania ohio west 
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new jersey pennsylvania ohio west virginia virginia north carolina south carolina michigan georgia indiana 
connecticut maryland massachusetts rhode island delaware florida new york and parts of kentucky and 
tennessee those states are in two time zones and in this hemisphere the bahamas canada we saw the live 
beautiful area pictures from toronto the cayman islands colombia ecuador haiti jamaica peru and in panama 
panama now has official control of the panama canal zone having taken it from the united states they 
lowered the american flag yesterday a day before and now it's official the canal belongs to panama and the 
panamanians pictures from the northern part of the north american continent toronto canada and we're back 
in we're back in times square it's probably worth reflecting for just a second on what a moment on what 
president clinton had to say he said if the 20th century celebrated freedom he said what is the 21st century to 
celebrate what is the story of the 21st century he said let us hope it will be about freedom wisely used and 
here in atlanta home of cnn center there was a giant peach drop earlier at the underground mall nothing as 
dramatic as this but the people in atlanta are partying and i must say that i was struck by something i saw 
here at cnn center at the stroke of midnight while wolf and fred were doing their reporting and our other 


people were doing here it is right here look at this this was the beach drop well all the hundreds of people at 
cnn center inside this building inside this newsroom stood apart and they were going around the computer 
terminal shaking hands and wishing everyone a happy new year quite a feeling inside and outside absolutely 
and i and i want to repeat 
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absolutely and i and i want to repeat what bernie said about here we have orlando the home of disney world 
where there are more celebrations fireworks some of these cities are going to look the same because it's still 
dark it's midnight if we're gonna have to wait for sunrise to to tell where we are in the case of some of these 
places here we go this is what it looked like in niagara falls new york when the clock struck 12. how long do 
you think they'll be awake into the early hours of this new millennium someone asked asked us tonight 
bernie what does old langston mean and i think we figured out that in so many words not an exact translation 
it's for old times sake [Music] and i just want to echo what bernie said a few moments ago that the many 
many people of cnn around the world across the united states circling the globe who have been at work on 
this incredible story for weeks for days we've seen a few of them on the air where there are many more of 
them you won't see you won't hear their names but they've all worked extraordinarily hard and we want to 
say thank you to each and every one of them and continuing to work [Applause] this is boston it's nice to 
drop in on these parties and these celebrations and and to continue moving around and stay where you are 
we're going to keep doing this this is for you and we're enjoying every bit of it newport kentucky the bell they 
call [Music] the peace bell the peace bell very heavy i'm looking through my notes right now to see how 
much it weighs it's a very beautiful bell [Music] 
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and you can tell it does not have a crack 33 tons our esteemed boss cnn president rick kaplan tells us 33 
tons [Music] it weighs its ringing in the state of kentucky clearly bernie this is the part of kentucky that is in 
the eastern time zone there's another part of that state that's uh still uh 20 what 42 minutes from uh the year 
2000. oh they're starting they're starting to get into the wading pool the reflecting pool in washington and that 
usually happens in the summertime when they're demonstrations and rallies but this is an indication of just 
how moderate the temperature is in the nation's capital people in the well either that or they're wearing 
people either they're wearing long underwear and rubber boots or something the motor city celebrations in 
detroit [Music] michigan [Applause] from michigan we moved to florida to epcot center part of disney world 
some pretty magical looking lights and music indianapolis indiana it's it's really something to have all these 
live uh feeds coming in so that we can take you around the east coast and we're starting to venture out into 
the midwest because coming up in uh what less than 45 minutes it's going to be the new millennium in the 
heartland you know this whole day has been like that we have had the luxury of watching our television sets 
as every part of the globe every one of 
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as every part of the globe every one of the seven continents so we haven't had any pictures from antarctica 
but other than that we've watched the other six continents turn the page of their calendar to the year 2000 
and even though bernie we know that what is it more than half the people in the world don't really celebrate 
this gregorian calendar that we're observing now the year 2000 still there's something special about the 
number two zero zero zero and as we continue this unprecedented coverage of the new millennium as it 
passes through 25 time zones a quick reminder you can follow our coverage for the next three days going 
into tuesday morning there were editions of usa today on friday indicating what we're going to be doing each 
hour of the day and saturday sunday monday the topics of this new millennium that are so important to you 
and i will be expanded on and thoroughly explored on cnn and we're not even done with uh observing 
midnight's the last one to come is in samoa it'll be six o'clock in the morning eastern time when samoa 
recognizes midnight and the new millennium and in chicago our cnn bureau chief there jeff flock told us that 
at mccormick place they're getting ready to feed three and a half thousand people people invited from every 


country on the planet they came to chicago they were put up free they were given clothing to combat 
chicago's weather although it's not very cold air now and they're having a great time at mccormick place right 
now on the shores of lake michigan and these are pictures earlier of new york city times square that 
waterford crystal ball we've heard so much about weighs over a thousand pounds it's not going to be used 
again 
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it's not going to be used again i wonder who gets to sweep the streets bernie tomorrow two million people 
here two million people eight thousand uh policemen and policewomen [Music] just in times square seven or 
eight thousand policemen and women just in times square we were told that 37 000 police even the 
detectives were wearing uniforms in new york city and as regards the y2k rollover at least as far as the 
united states military is concerned when greenwich mean time struck midnight the rollover produced no 
problems and they said so far the u.s military has not been affected carl rochelle reporting that the federal 
aviation administration says everything was going very well frank buckley is at penn station in new york city 
frank frank is getting ready to report from penn station and we're back out in times square now [Music] the 
crowd seems to dude but everyone is just sort of catching their second wind now because they've been out 
there for hours having got the best position they could get and now they're just walking around and talking 
this is how it looks outside inside penn station let's go back to frank buckley bernie we are at penn station 
right now this is some of the crowd that is heading back from times [Applause] [Music] i was hoping to talk to 
some of the people here to ask them about their hopes on new year's eve tell me your name again i'm 
cassandra from cleveland ohio tell me did you get 
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from cleveland ohio tell me did you get down to times square tonight how did i get down is that did you get to 
times square no i was unfortunate to get to times square but i did enjoy seeing the ball drop which was very 
interesting because i've never seen that in real life i've always had to see it on tv but it was awesome i love 
your baby it was beautiful thank you thanks for joining us we are at penn station tonight and there have been 
concerns about y2k and the trains and we can tell you that amtrak and many of the train systems around the 
country and around the world have in fact decided to take a pause at just before midnight some of them for a 
half hour up to two hours so far no problems have been reported we can tell you that the pause that took 
place here at penn station has taken place and those trains that were paused here have taken off i'm going 
to toss it back to you bernie thanks very much how are your eardrums doing i think some of those folks want 
to be on television indeed well the midwest is approaching its magic moment from chicago to new orleans 
new orleans and uh places like granbury texas our own candy crowley's there we're going to be visiting a 
part of texas close to dallas and also in this hemisphere mexico city and to the north winnipeg and canada 
and in central america costa rica el salvador guatemala honduras and nicaragua waiting to welcome the

standing in this reflecting pool before the steps of the lincoln memorial was when stevie wonder was singing 
at a tribute the 20th anniversary of the martin luther king addressed from the memorial the i have a dream 
speech during the march in washington and people were literally dancing doing what these two young 
women were just doing dancing in the reflecting pool you know that washington monument people may say 
well gee when are they going to finish all the construction work on it but when you light up the scaffolding 
around it it is something to behold now the spirits are very high everywhere as the millennium comes to the 
various time zones in the united states in central america canada and south america and as our 
correspondents have indicated everyone is in a good mood no problems to report all right you'd think that 
from these pictures in washington and new york that it was all over but the shouting in the united states of 
america but we're going to take you to a big city in the midwest chicago we don't know what they're doing in 
any pools in chicago but jeff flock you're going to bring us up today they are having a very special celebration 
so well that camera judy and bernie that you see out there is out by the lakefront but you'd have to be pretty 
crazy to get in the water tonight even though it's fairly warm by chicago standards inside here the mccormick 
place convention center however considerably warmer and they are dancing it away the chicago 2000 
international millennium celebration is on in full 
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millennium celebration is on in full swing outside there will be big time fireworks in about a half an hour and 
inside you know you spent a lot of money and time at cnn today talking to people all around the world well 
the fact is all you had to do was come to chicago because it's a veritable united nations of people that have 
been brought here to people from each country in the known world and i have a group of them with me and 
i'd like to first just ask you what is your name and where are you from my name is peret christopherson i 
came from norway and you sir hans i'm from norway hi i'm craig from scotland identical by the job from 
nigeria i'm doing a body job from nigeria as dean nick moos from morocco casablanca how has it been in 
chicago how's this experience been wonderful and uh it's a first experience that we hope that it will be every 
year like this in all the world all over the world because it's a message of peace that the world have to keep 
every year in mind and to repeat it for for not forgiving it i must ask you if you're surprised that there haven't 
been any y2k computer problems yes it's it has been a surprise that there was no problem with the y2k 
compliances and for one thing chicago is a country that has gone so well in computer and understands the 
the technology of the new computer so i am not surprised at all i must ask krieg from scotland and a while 
ago we saw some people in the mall in washington d.c waiting in the water billy i'll ask you to show craig is 
wearing a native dress uh have you been bothered by the weather in chicago no it's been quite warm 
fortunately so it hasn't been a problem i must ask you folks from norway finally before we get away what has 
been the best part of this experience of bringing virtually the entire world together or has been meeting all 
these different people and all the olive to to meet all these 
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and all the olive to to meet all these itself it's a wonderful experience and to meet the people of chicago too 
has been very nice we appreciate you folks uh noah's ark here in chicago tonight and of course we're not 
even close yet we still have a good half hour away and all i can say is we wasted a lot of money at cnn today 
going all around the world all you had to do was come here to chicago bernie judy jeff flock thanks so very 


much well we're not going to waste any time let's call in lou waters he's in the big easy lou yes i am bernie 
and i've been looking at all those pictures of the masses of humanity in washington and new york i heard 
mary giuliani talk about spread out in a mile in all directions from time square take a look at bourbon street 
tonight we're talking about 76 78 square blocks packed in like sardines down there but unlike the rowdy and 
gaudy mardi gras you'll even see a few tuxedos and evening uh gowns associated with this millennium 
celebration here in the big easy although they're crowded in and there are many tens of thousands of people 
perhaps hundreds of thousands it's not as big as mardi gras the police tell me hotels are about 80 90 percent 
booked they're 100 book for mardi gras it is a big party all police are off their days off and vacations to next 
wednesday because after this party comes the uh the sugar bowl at the superdome on tuesday back-to-back 
parties to start out the new year we are moved down here on the edge of the mississippi river where it's 
getting a little cool now fog rolling in it's been very warm days uh it's a it's a gentle evening but there's a slight 
chill in the air now as we await in the next 25 minutes or so for them to light the candle on the barges out 
here in the middle of the mississippi river and shoot the massive fireworks display over jackson square and 
over the riverwalk here where some of those sardines have managed to squeeze out of bourbon street and 
they're joining us down here now for the big show bernie jody 
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the big show bernie jody all right blue waters that's uh something definitely we would look forward to 78 
square blocks you know i know the folks in new york are proud of what they've gotten look here's washington 
we're back on the mall in washington it looks like a lot of people are getting into the into the water there in the 
reflecting pool we leave you with that picture as the clock says we are just 25 minutes away from midnight in 
the central time zone of the united states parts of canada parts of south america [Music] so [Music] initiating

was it before or after the millennium began i waited till the end of the countdown and once the fireworks went 
off and we could hear voices again i proposed to her and she said yes it wasn't the year 2000 no yes it was 
yeah you got to know that what year you proposed to her so when are you going to get married i don't know i 


don't know i just found out about it now we're glad you said yes a lot of people are having a good time here in 
times square especially this couple as they celebrate the new millennium in a very nice way bernie and jody 
back to you gary what are their names you're going to tell us [Applause] he's going away from us folks can 
you still hear me yes we can you know what i did one question i didn't ask you guys a very important one so 
everyone in the world is watching right now knows your names what are your names suzanne hall and your 
name jay erickson very nice meeting you good luck to both of you bernie and jody back to you and quickly to 
texas candy crowley is in texas and candy there's love in the air yes there is i can't come up with a couple 
about to be married however we have run several times into a young married woman who is very pregnant 
says she's about to give birth any day and she has written baby 2000 across her belly which she's shown us 
several times we're here in granberry texas what you're looking at is the courthouse which really is the 
centrifugal force of this town around which all of the new year's eve activities uh have gathered right now 
you're they're listening to the tones of larry joe taylor a texas bread country western singer uh he is the one 
that is going to lead the countdown to new year's here in this small town of about 6 000. there's two to three 
thousand here in the town square various activities uh you know painters 
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various activities uh you know painters palm readers um it's sort of a mix of a kind of a circus and a new 
year's eve so family time children they just got finished doing the conga to one of the songs here right now 
what they're waiting for is what people in every city we've seen so far in the last 2 23 hours are waiting for 
and that is for the strike of midnight when they will listen to the bell peel off the top of this courthouse this bell 
was constructed by the same firm that did big ben it is something they're very proud of they will also tell you 
that it has rung in uh one century before this so this is the second century for this town of granberry um 
which really has sort of become a a historic restoration and has moved from an agricultural community uh 
and then in the 60s began its restoration and now is a big tourist attraction and so they have thrown this new 
year's eve party and calling it back to the future because indeed this town found its future in its past by 
reconstructing all of these uh buildings some of them from the late uh 1900s into the i'm sorry the late 1800s 
into the 20th century so they are prepared here we have less than a half hour to go children ranging from 
babies up to elderly couples have been in the town square and they're just waiting like everyone else has 
across the world for the midnight to strike bernie and judy candy i listen very closely to you always and 
earlier in one of your reports you said the town square is the epicenter it is i mean the town square is is sort 
of what they have built up around the town is obviously bigger than this but this is where um sort of the 
centrifugal force really the towns uh bain shops around here mostly antiques souvenirs that kind of thing i 
have to tell you there's a lot of folklore that they pass along to the tourists that come here also and this will 
give you an idea of what sort of town is 26 bed and breakfasts are here

lauren sydney that's right they are waiting to get married we are back here in las vegas overlooking that 
famous four mile strip from our perch at the four seasons hotel now y2k glitches are not expected to affect 
vegas hitches gambling drinking and showgoing aren't the only things to do here saying i do has become a 
very popular activity especially this new year's eve we sent our paul for cammon who was happily married to 
the little chapel of the west to check out some new year's nuptials [Music] dearly beloved we are gathered 
here for a fast forward version of fast break version of weddings in las vegas many couples tying the knot 
this new year's eve these are now mr and mrs baca from orange county california we understand you got 
married earlier why did you want to beat the year 2000 deadline because i'm really into the old west in fact 


we go to tombstone arizona every year on the anniversary of the gunfighter okay corral and i feel like with 
the 1900s a lot of the old west is dying out 2000 sounds like space age so we wanted to do it yeah one last 
cowboy huh how are you feeling right now emotionally okay with all of this yeah it was scarier than the ride 
up top of that stratosphere but it was fun it was okay it was beautiful really it turned out really pretty 
congratulations mr and mrs baca on your entry into marital bliss we should note that the clark county 
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we should note that the clark county clerk's office is putting on extra staff members because so many people 
are going to tie the knot in las vegas the numbers are hard to estimate but maybe up to 2 000 couples so 
multiply by two 4 000 people will get married here in las vegas maybe the romance capital of the world right 
now i'm paul verkamen reporting from las vegas and if you're in a hurry here they even have a drive-in 
chapel now one of the hottest tickets in town is the divine miss midler's millennium new year's eve concert 
nobody does it better than bette midler and we have a little bit of the beginning of her concert at mandalay 
bay here's a peek well we didn't get to hear bette midler but we know she's a great singer and we saw we 
saw her talking a little bit earlier today with lauren sydney and here it is i'm too short i'm not too tall [Music] 
she is indeed the divine miss m that's it for now but we will have much more throughout the evening there 
will be more bet there will be even some barbers so please stay tuned reporting from our perch at the four 
seasons hotel which by the way bernie and judy provides these recovery kit with all the makings to take care 
of any headaches that either of you might have throughout the evening so if you want this i'm more than 
willing to send it down to you just let me know okay thanks lauren who could get a headache from what we're 
doing we're having fun we don't need it i don't think we're going to yeah i can't wait to hear those 200

named after the 16th president of the united states abraham lincoln less than 10 seconds the new millennium

dakota nebraska and most of kansas and not only that in central america costa rica el salvador the 
galapagos islands guatemala honduras we've already seen pictures in mexico and let's not forget nicaragua 
and bernie you mentioned winnipeg canada a big chunk of canada has joined the millennium and and as as 
in illinois and we can't forget the next door hoosier state indiana they have varying time zones so it comes 
and it goes in that state 
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that state let's go down to new orleans and see what the folks in the big easy are doing lou waters is there 
already some place that they have to be such as at the red cross gala at the hyatt hotel right across the river 
that's where news 8 austin's nicole trainer is watching the rockets red glare green glare any kind of glare you 
like but we have an interesting situation i may have told you earlier that because of the warmth of the day 
was mid to high 70s today here in new orleans cold water we got fog rolling in and some of these uh rockets 
going up can't be seen behind the mist no signs of disappointment among the crowd that is uh packed in 
here as i mentioned earlier the the french quarter is packed in and some of those have spilled over here now 
onto the riverwalk to watch the show and it's packed in here this is the culmination of one heck of a week 
here in the big easy tonight with uh fats domino and cyril neville appearing down at the hyatt hotel we have 
the neville brothers over at the harris casino here dr john moved through here early in the week as you know 
music is always great here in the delta some of the best local blues bands anywhere in the world are here 


but if you can't afford the those tickets all you have to do is walk along the street here in new orleans and 
you'll hear music on every corner and that's the way it's been all week long tonight is no exception this party 
is uh liable to go on quite some time into the night as you know it's not as big as mardi gras but it's just as 
enthusiastic and this kind of party can tucker you out and tonight just might do the trick bernie judy i don't 
think it's going to tucker lou waters out he doesn't look tuckered he sure doesn't all right if that's the picture in 
louisiana and new orleans some nice romantic pictures indoors and outdoors we got those same 2000 
glasses 
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2000 glasses sunglasses that we saw at times square lauren sydney has a pair in las vegas fred hickman 
has a pair in times square in the neighboring state of texas the town of granberry our own candy crowley is 
there keeping an eye on the celebrations candy well judy i think as you can see uh you know fred had time 
square and wolf had the washington mall and christian had london but the crew and i will always have 
granberry texas and i can tell you that at midnight there was no difference in any of those places in branbury 
there was the countdown and there was the crowds kissing one another and of course always the fireworks 
so basically what they did here was wait all night for this one moment as they did all around the world they 
love of course being able to say to the world this is granberry they consider this their moment in the sun or 
under the bright texas sky at night at any rate so they are pretty much wrapping it up here as you think they 
might in texas with some country western music and the burst of fire if you can see it in the air here we'll 
have brian turn around just so you can watch granberry say hello to the new millennium actually when the 
clock struck the town square which of course is where they all surround and go to their activities all go 
around this town square was absolutely packed they all stayed here until the midnight hour uh one round of 
old lang zion a lot of them took off so uh there is of course work still to be done tomorrow some of them said 
they just wanted to go home and go to bed others going to linger on here listen to some of the music and 
party into the night which uh they have been doing since about five o'clock this afternoon so uh granberry 
celebrating like the rest of the world with some fireworks and some good cheer and a little music judy and 
bernie tandy i think i already know the answer to this question but 
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know the answer to this question but bernie and i are assuming that the people of granberry have made you 
and your colleagues feel very welcome on this new year's night yeah it's um you know it's it's one of the nice 
things about going to a small town is you cannot you know word got out that we were here i think they 
couldn't have been nicer obviously i mean this is good for them it gets granberry on the map it's a tourist 
town so of course you know they love the publicity but they really have gone out of their way um they've 
loved having us here and uh boy we got peanut brittle homemade peanut brittle uh you know all kinds of 
local delicacies so yeah they were they were delighted to have us here and uh delighted to get their 15 
minutes of fame well we're glad to send them cnn's very best thank you candy crowley when we come back 
we're going to drop in on the capital of texas austin we're going to take you to winnipeg canada to see how 
they rang in this new millennium and new orleans once again as the year 2000 rolls across the united states 
and canada [Music] weeknights the most responsive and immediate news magazine on television newsday 
weekness 10 eastern on cnn [Applause] this was the picture in austin texas the 
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this was the picture in austin texas the capital of that terrific state just 15 16 minutes ago when the clock 
struck midnight you know bernie we've been uh watching the charming town of granbury and austin uh sits 
as we know a little bit south of uh granberry near dallas fort worth so we're getting to see more than one 
place in the great state of texas tonight along with watching those doings we also have been watching the 
y2k rollover as the new millennium came across the time zones let's check in with carl rochelle at the faa 
center in herndon virginia for a report card on how things look and how things went carl well bernie it looks 
like we may have our first bump in the y2k road if you will what has been a very smooth road so far i'm at the 


command center in herndon virginia where the faa tracks what is going on at all the aircraft flying throughout 
the united states and even checks in with the international airspace but we are told that there is a problem 
with a dozen or perhaps less than that of a system called an aws and let me give you a little explanation a 
wasp is an acronym for automated weather observation system it is a system that stands at airports and 
collects information on cloud cover wind direction and wind speed barometric pressure altimeter settings and 
so forth and so on it's available to pilots who can call in on the telephone and get it directly from the system 
or they can dial it up on their frequency in the aircraft and get this all of this information used in flight planning 
and in making a decision on whether to land at that airport what the weather is like a dozen or less of those 
stations in iowa we are told are no longer reporting into the national weather system they are supposed to 
automatically program that data out of their system and into the national weather system from time to time 
but the awas these uh automated weather observation systems are working because the faa says they have 
dialed into them directly by phone and they can get the information that way but those systems are no longer 
sending the information into the national weather system not sure why not sure at this point whether they're 
faa operated state operated could be 
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faa operated state operated could be national weather service operated but that's the first glitch other than 
that everything has been smooth sailing all along there have been no problems with flights no safety 
problems no operational problems and these automated weather observation systems burning would only 
affect someone who was going to land at that particular airport who needed the weather information and 
quite frankly we're told the weather in that area is quite good right now and you could get into that it wouldn't 
be available for flight planning but if you wanted to land there you could call up the information on the 
frequencies in your radio and your aircraft or dial it up on the telephone and get that information so that's the 
first little bump here bernie other than that things running very smoothly carl what were officials there saying 
about the earlier rollover uh they said everything went just as planned jane garvey the administrator of the 
faa was up in an aircraft she deliberately took off and flew through the y2k time zone now midnight uh zulu 
time or a gmt is when the entire system rolled over and that was seven o'clock eastern time so everyone was 
here right on their toes watching to see what would happen nothing happened all the airplanes flew jane 
garvey called in and talked with rodney slater the secretary of transportation said everything was okay faxed 
a message to the president of the united states and the white house telling him that the aviation system was 
okay everything worked fine and they used the uh the term if you will everything was flying smoothly as they 
went through into the system into the new year and the system has been operating in the new year for 
several hours now even though it just passed through uh one o'clock which means that the system in 
chicago has gone through in its central time zone has gone through its period of midnight and moving 
westward of course the mountain zone and the the pacific coast zone out on the california jane garvey will be 
landing in california at about three o'clock uh eastern time pacific time anyway she'll be crossing that last 
time zone within the continental united states at that time bernie judy carl so she may be landing at that 
empty airport in los angeles we saw earlier too carl just to be clear to be very clear 
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carl just to be clear to be very clear with with people who are watching this automated weather observation 
system this small problem is no reason for for someone not to consider flying is that right absolutely judy it is 
literally it is an automated little weather station small uh it's computer driven it records the observations at 
that airport and it would have no effect at all even if you wanted to land at that airport it'd have no effect 
because a plane flying over the airport could dial up that on its radio and listen to what the weather 
observations were at that airport at the time the only thing it's not doing is sending it into the main computer 
so it's not available for your flight planning purposes if you're going in there but if you want to know that badly 
you can pick up the telephone and dial and get that information directly from that automated weather 
observation system absolutely no reason at all for anyone to consider any questions about safety or 
operational necessities involved with that judy all right carl rochelle thanks very much and now we want to go 
to mexico city our bureau chief there harris whitbeck fire wants to continue as you can see and i know the 


earlier you actually were talking about couples getting engaged pregnant women out there i can't offer you 
that but i can't offer you a square full of people wearing red underwear and let me try to explain that to you 
the tradition here in mexico says that uh if you're wearing red under undergarments as the new year arrives 
that it will ensure a lot of prosperity a lot of love and a lot of good luck in the new year so i can assure you 
that at least some of those 200 000 people who are out there are wearing a bright red underwear tonight 
[Applause] 
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[Applause] if you're just watching the new year's countdown the fireworks continue here people are now 
waiting the start of a concert by mexican singer juan gabriel he is one of the foremost mexican artists who 
sing mariachi music which is the most uh traditional way of celebrating any big party here that concert is 
going to start in a few minutes now and the party here surely will last at least for another three or four hours 
back to you harris whitbeck filling us in on excuse me bernie i was just munching a cookie i was sneaking oh 
my god cookies on television uh some spectacular fireworks and now we know the secret to uh to toa 
successful celebration in mexico as he said they were all wearing red underwear well he thinks he reported 
that and we're going to pause for a moment and as we leave you during this segment this was the 
millennium in acapulco to the south and on the pacific coast of [Applause] mexico [Applause] [Music] chicago 
illinois pictures of chicago which is uh now 25 almost 26 minutes into the third millennium from chicago we're 
going to go back to a city where it seems like it was hours ago that new york 
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ago that new york joined the new millennium but actually it was just an hour and 26 minutes ago our own 
fred hickman fred are you still there i am still standing by judy and you know that's so correct i look down 
here now at uh at broadway and down toward times square uh where there was once a sea of people and 
now it's pretty much clearing out and it didn't take long for the people to start to leave but the people who are 
coming in now happen to be the guys wearing green and they're carrying the long brooms trying to clear out 
some of this four tons of confetti if we can take a look down here at the intersection of 46th and broadway 
you can see that the police officers now are starting to move down the barricades and the cleanup crews are 
in working although the celebration in essence is going to continue until 6 a.m until the last time zone 
crosses over into the uh new millennium into the year 2000 but we do have some information to give you 
from the mayor's office from the deputy mayor in fact who unofficially says that between two and three million 
people were in times square to bring in the new year between two and three million people clearly smashing 
all records for any previous uh celebrations here uh to bring in a new year the 94 years they've been doing it 
also some great news uh from the mayor's office indicating that there were no y2k glitches to report at this 
time all electrical systems all water systems everything seems to be working just fine as we move into the 
year 2000 so all in all it's been great it's been incident free uh the people have been wonderful uh i've seen 
police officers embracing different folks just kind of walking along we've seen people get engaged and 
dancing and you know mambo lines and the whole bit uh so it's been a quite memorable uh situation here 
quite incident free and boy i wish every party were like this judy boyfriend you you know you make it look like 
a lot of fun and it and it is a lot of fun but it's also a lot of work and i think the fact that new york city has been 
able to get this far without any uh troubling incident is in no small part 
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troubling incident is in no small part due to the very hard work of a lot of security people police and a lot of 
other folks who were at their desks or doing their jobs and i think the citizens of new york and the tourists in 
new york have them to thank wouldn't you say oh i think that's absolutely true judy 37 000 police officers 
were on duty this evening 8 000 in uniform and that's not including all the people who were out of uniform 
and working in plain clothes working in the streets here just the security operation was three years in the 
making an operation by the uh but that went by the code name of archangel the fbi was working on it the 
nypd was working on it so all of those people concerned with security uh as far as the citizens of new york 


you can't say enough about them it's hard to say how many of those people actually showed up here in the 
square they say that a small percentage of new yorkers actually make it here and most of them happen to be 
tourists i don't believe that i think new yorkers are a little bit tough and maybe they don't want to admit they 
came down but i think plenty of new yorkers were here in times square tonight and everybody working in 
concert all the business people here in the times square area just pulled off a terrific job and it was a real 
pleasure to be here they sure did and i and i uh you know i read about the police even the police bought 
those mres meals ready to eat enough for a 30-day supply i also read that the city had an elevator a swat 
team a team of people ready to go around to different i guess skyscrapers in case the elevators broke down 
uh no it's like they say hope for the best and uh exactly see what you get exactly and then there was this 
other guy this other familiar face on cnn who has spent this evening and on into the wee hours in washington 
dc he's our own beloved wolf blitzer wolf are they still partying well basically this place the washington 
monument area the washington reflecting pool the lincoln memorial there are a few people still here but it's 
basically emptied out they got out shortly after 1am about half an hour or so 
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1am about half an hour or so ago after another round of fireworks over the lincoln memorial but the place 
was packed earlier and at at the stroke of midnight there really was a spectacular demonstration of fireworks 
here in washington let's take a replay of what occurred at midnight about 90 minutes ago [Applause] and of 
course there was an enormous crowd here probably not as big as times square but for washington standards 
very very big they were packed along both sides of the reflecting pool people that come from all over crowds 
much bigger than anticipated obviously people encouraged to go out a by the relatively mild weather and be 
by the fact that there had been no serious y2k computer glitches that had been reported in other time zones 
earlier in the day and people did revel here at the washington uh reflecting pool in fact some people got into 
the reflecting pool themselves they were dancing they were having a lot of fun everything was really really 
smooth the district police the park police all of those involved in managing this very huge operation managed 
to get through without any serious incidents and everyone seemed to be very very happy and as i said now 
it's relatively there's only a few people who are left here it's amazing how tens of thousands perhaps 
hundreds of thousands of people bernie and judy can come to an area like this but within a matter of minutes 
they've dispersed they've gone home or wherever they were going but they're certainly not here anymore 
bernie judy wolff just one question uh about president clinton's remarks you've covered this man for most of 
his presidency 
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this man for most of his presidency up until very recently any thoughts observations about what he had to 
say in the few minutes before midnight he was speaking for himself he thought a lot about the six and a half 
minutes that he spoke about the first lady was intimately involved in preparing all of these millennium 
operations over the past year and a half this was not just an overnight wonder what what occurred here the 
president is now about to enter his last year in office he's getting rather nostalgic by all accounts he wants to 
now the first year of this new millennium this new century squeeze as much as he possibly can in the 
remaining one year of his own presidency he's going to be doing a lot he's going to be very active and i think 
some of that activity some of the objectives that he wants to achieve in the coming year were reflected in the 
brief remarks just before midnight here at the lincoln memorial all right wolf blitzer reporting uh from the mall 
in washington d.c where the celebration was big it was spectacular and as you see it's starting to clear out 
now but the likes of which washington won't see for quite some time we're going to take a break we're 
coming up on 27 minutes before two o'clock eastern time but 27 minutes until the mountain time zone and 
parts of canada observe the new millennium we'll be right back [Applause] as we look at those live pictures 
of austin texas which is about 36 minutes into the year 2000 we're going to take you now here's a quiz it's a 
city with the 
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quiz it's a city with the population inside the city limits of 3.6 million people the western part of the united 
states it's the movie-making capital of the united states you're right it's los angeles it's hollywood and our own 
kara phillips is there hi kara hey i'm pretty impressed with your facts there judy i've got my almanac here are 
you pulling your facts from the almanac yes you better believe it good for you we've got a lot more history for 
you matter of fact judy i remember as a teenager 16 years old when i just got my license the girlfriends and i 
hopped to my mom's mercury and of course headed to hollywood we never found this sign but i did find out a 
lot of history this past week oh yes hollywood in a town where the limelight can be as fleeting as fame for the 
better part of a century the hollywood sign has served as a monument to a place where make-believe is real 
an image is everything and like many starlets she came to tinseltown with another name built in 1923 the 
hollywood land sign went up on mount lee as a 21 thousand dollar publicity ploy advertising the 
neighborhood studied with four thousand light bulbs the sign became quite a city site and a target just as 
seventy three-year-old don selton who as a teenager used to take aim at the lights with his bb gun it was 
kind of exciting to do something that you probably weren't supposed to do dawn's target was destined for 
greatness in 1949 she took on a new look the land was dropped and a star was born i'm sure it's on the list 
of many people that come here from all over the world that they got to see the hollywood sign on the road to 
stardom respect wasn't easy in 1976 it was hollyweed you can guess who was behind that during the iran 
contra hearings in 1987 it was hollywood five years later ross's 
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it was hollywood five years later ross's pals had pulled their prank and there's been others she's proudly 
withstood the rips to her reputation but her greatest enemy has always been time by 1978 the sign had seen 
much better days hugh hefner stepped in raising some forty five thousand dollars for the restoration effort 
hollywood hot shots like jean autry andy williams and alice cooper followed ponying up 28 thousand dollars a 
piece to sponsor a letter once all the money was raised so was her new steel frame enamel letters were 
attached to what would become a four-story tall 480 thousand pound solid structure now 76 years after her 
debut she's getting made up for those who have stood by her and her biggest performance yet [Music] and 
you're going to see that performance right here live on cnn that's the stage set up by the city where mayor 
richard reardon and jay leno are going to be here very shortly they're going to flip the switch and you are 
going to see the most amazing light show that ever hit that sign in years matter of fact since 1984 when it 
was lit up for the olympics but this is going to be much more high-tech much more exciting and we're going 
to have it for you judy all right kyra phillips in los angeles in hollywood to be exact where they are just about 
an hour and 20 minutes away from the magical hour and now we're going to go to a state uh that's 
neighboring california nevada las vegas our own lauren sydney lauren what's going on well judy we don't 
have a sign here in vegas but boy do we have a strip we are having our own party here at the sky at the 
beautiful four seasons hotel that's 35 floors below me one of the hottest tickets in town is the divine miss 
midler's millennium new year's eve concert concert goers are now inside the mandalay bay hotel below us 
celebrating with her i caught up with 
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celebrating with her i caught up with the diva las vegas last night as she rehearsed for tonight's big gig 
[Music] but at cnn of course we do not believe in rumors we've come to you for the truth oh i have no chance 
you can offer i'm terrified but it's okay i'm going forward i had a great life i hope everybody that's listening had 
a good one too goodbye hello hello because the rumors that are going around about you is that come the 
millennium the rumors about me oh i see but they're clean ones come the millennium bette midler will no 
longer do a raunchy show true or false that is absolutely true that's absolutely true i'm changing i'm changing 
i'm just going to sing ballads and i'm going to only work with one piano player and uh oh i and maybe i'll open 
up a club of my own that's what i'm thinking but that's the future the children that's then this is now so how 
raunchy you're gonna get it's gonna be pretty silly i'm not so sure it's gonna be so raunchy but it's gonna be a 
lot of fun we have all sorts of things planned for this event we have um we have stuff we have lots and lots of 
stuff and lots of really silly jokes and and i think the crowd's going to be great i think they're going to be 
sloshed and i think they're going to be out for a really good time and i'm really looking forward to it this is a 


beautiful arena the mandalay bay area just a beautiful arena and the sound is going to be fantastic and it's 
i'm just going to have a ball now i'm looking forward to it we've been on the road for three months we've been 
preparing for this night so we're like we're keyed we're ready to go with all the fun that's going around we 
know that there is fear that is gripping some people in this nation what are your feelings about it oh i think 
they should be very frightened but not in this arena because they're gonna have fun here you know i don't 
know i really don't know i think a lot of it is uh hype i think is a lot of it is a lot of it is the media you know i 
mean they're i don't think people are out there spreading these rumors by themselves they've had a lot of 
help uh in the press and and uh i don't think i think a lot of retailers are really mad and i know that people 
here in las vegas are really mad too and i think it's going to be and uh it's going to be just like every other 
new year's it's going to be a great time for people who know how to have a good time and i uh i don't think 
anything's going 
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and i uh i don't think anything's going to happen i i really don't so everyone will be safe and sound to see 
your next two movies who cares they don't come anyway my my friend is freaking out everyone should know 
everyone should be safe and sound because it's because the human beings have so much potential for such 
good things and i think this new millennium i hope they'll i hope some people will wake up you know on 
january 1st and say i will be i am going to be different i'm going to look at humanity in a different way i'm 
going to try my best i'm going to do my part even if it's a tiny piece i'm going to do my part and that's really 
what i'm hoping for and i think a lot of people are taking it quite seriously in a spiritual way because it's um it's 
a chance for people to assess what they have done what they have become and what they can do and i 
think i i i in my own demented little way i i i believe that that's what's going to happen and that you've done 
more than your part and well thank you for that why thank you thank you i also asked that what song she 
was going to perform at midnight and the divine miss m declined comment but a little later in the new century 
we will all hear midler's millennia moment as cnn brings you her performance from the stage to your home 
now it's time to go back to bernie and judy's home in atlanta and i'm running out of offerings here i do have 
this as annoying as it might be what do you think should i send it go ahead do it let it go all right live a little all 
right it's just the sound people who said don't do it lauren sydney thank you no we will let you try anything 
you'll never run out of offerings and i just i have to say bette midler what a remarkable performer and what 
modesty from her with thoughtfulness we're going to take a break much more coming up [Music] cnn's global
